Christ  Church,  Greenville, 

May  13th,  A.  D.  1891. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, the  One  Hundred  and  First  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  assembled  here  at  1 1  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stoney  and 
McDonough,  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner  reading  the  lessons.  Rev.  Mr. 
Allston  read  the  Ante-Communion  Service,  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel 
reading  the  Epistle,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  the  Gospel.  The 
Bishop  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Rev. 
Drs.  Sweeney  and  Pinckney,  and  Messrs.  E.  C.  Edgerton, 
J.  D.  McCollough,  W.  H.  Hanckel  and  B.  Holley,  Rector. 
The  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  from  St.  Mark, 
xiii,  33d  verse. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
Roll  of  Clergy  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following  answer- 
ing:

The  Convention  vvas^called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 
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Names  ol  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Capers  and  Messrs.  Cornish,  Johnson,  Joyner,  Kershaw, 
and  Williams  of  the  clergy,  and  Messrs.  McCrady,  Pinckney, 
Anderson,  Hunter,  Wm.  Johnson,  Bell,  David  Johnson, 
Green  and  Richardson  answerefi. 

The  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  reported. 

The  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  roll  and  compared  it  with  the  list  of  the 
Bishop  and  find  it  constitutionally  and  canonically  correct. 
The  Bishop  classes  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  with  those 
entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes.  As  his  case  is  a  peculiar 
'  one,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  the  committee  refers  his 
case  to  the  judgment  of  the  Convention, 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  Rev.  J. 
D.  McCollough  is  entitled  not  only  to  a  seat  as  reported  by  the 
Bishop,  but  also  to  a  vote 

After  several  proposals  to  amend,  this  resolution  on 
motion  of  Mr.  James  Aldrich,  was  laid  on  the  table — ayes 
28,  nays  19. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Allston  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies  reported  as 
follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  examined  the  secretary's  roll  and  com- 
pared it  with  the  respective  certificates  and  with  the  treas- 
urer's list,  and  that  they  find  the  same  to  be  correct. 

The  committee  ask  leave  to  file  a  supplemental  report  as  to 
parishes  that  seem  to  have  been  deprived  of  their  rights  in 
Convention  under  Canon  V.

The  treasurers  of  the  Bishops  Fund,  and  of  the  Conven- 
tion, severally  presented  their  reports. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Finance 
Rev-  Mr.  Guerry  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  to  the  Bishop's  salary  from  Christ  Church, 
Mars  Bluff,  for  1886,  1887,  1888  be  cancelled. 

Adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  it  has  been  proposed  to  open  the  Columbian  Exposition 
to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago  in  the  year  1893,  upon  the  Lord's 
Day,  and  whereas  this  is  to  be  an  international  affair  done  under 
the  patronage  of  the  United  States  Government  and  the  govern- 
ments of  the  several  States,  and  whereas  such  action  would  not  only 
be  contrary  to  the  traditions  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  but  to  those  of 
Christianity  as  well,  and  a  dangerous  concession  to  that  secularizing 
spirit  which  would  deprive  the  Christian  Sabbath  of  all  legal  sanc- 
tion and  protection,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  do  such 
action  should  be  taken,  and  that  the  commissioners  from  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  be,  and  are  hereby,  requested  to  use  their  influence 
to  prevent  it. 

Mr.  McCrady  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  a  memorial  on  the  subject,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  committee  to  consist  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Tillinghast,  Messrs.  E.  McCrady  and  Hutson  Lee. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Mitchell,  by  leave  of  the  Convention,  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted. 

Charleston,  S.  C,  May  12,  1891. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  Greenville,  8.  C: 
The  Society  for  the  relief  of  the  Widow's  and  Orphan's  of  the 
Clergy  beg  leave  respectfully  to  make  this  their  annual  report  to 
your  Reverend  and  Honorable  body:  Last  year  there  was  distributed 
among  29  beneficiaries  the  sum  of  $3,040. 
2 
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This  year  the  appropriations  for  32  beneficiaries  are  $3,415.  In 
making  these  appropriations  the  Society  expends  all  of  its  annual 
income  ' 

Many  of  these  ladies  have  families  dependent  on  them,  and  all  of 
them  helpless  from  the  loss  of  their  natural  protectors,  unused  to 
and  unqualified  for  hard  labour,  must  seek  employment  often  scant- 
ily paid  for  their  support.  It  will  be  at  once  seen  how  inadequate  is 
the  assistance  which  the  Society  can  give  them,  and  it  earnestly 
asks  assistance  from  the  members  of  the  Convention  in  themselves 
becoming  members,  and  using  their  efforts  in  inducing  others  to 
become  members  also. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  order  of  the  Society.

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.  [See  Appendix  I.] 
The  Convention  went  into  the 

MISSIONARY  SESSION. 

Rev.  E.  Capers,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
read  its  Annual  Report.  On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw, 
the  report  was  accepted,  and  a  thousand  extra  copies  ordered 
to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Benet  presented  a  supplementary  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  which  he  afterwards  had  leave  to  with- 
draw for  the  purpose  of  emendation. 

Rev.  Mr.  Biatton  presented  a  report  from  the  Greenville 
Convocation  on  the  plan  of  raising  funds  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  : 

The  plan  for  raising  money  for  Diocesan  Missions  which  was  sug- 
gested to  this  Convention  for  adoption  by  it,  at  its  last  meeting,  has 
been  in  successful  operation  in  the  Greenville  Convocation  during 
the  past  year.  The  Greenville  Convocation  now  presents  it  to  this 
Convention  as  an  assured  success,  and  asks  that  it  be  adopted  as  the 
Diocesan  plan. 

The  Plan  is  briefly  this— Books  are  provided  by  the  Rector  contain- 
ing a  space  for  the  names  of  subscribers,  a  column  in  which  is  to  be 
written  the  amount  of  weekly  (or  monthly)  pledge  ;  and  twelve 
other  columns  with  the  months  in  order  printed  at  the  head  of  each, 
in  which  are  to  be  written  the  amounts  as  collected— a  sample  is 
appended  to  this  report.  Twenty  names  are  allowed  to  each  book, 
the  design  being  that  each  collector  should  have  charge  of  the  col- 
lections from  20  subscribers.  Collectors  being  appointed,  it  is  their 
duty  to  collect  the  pledged  dues  weekly  or  monthly,  as  may  be 
deemed  best. 

We  claim  for  this  plan,  1st,  that  its  success  in  the  Greenville  Con- 
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vocation  is  a  guarantee  of  its  worth  as  a  means  to  increase  the  funds 
of  the  Missionary  Board.  Our  contributions  under  this  system  have 
increased  more  than  20  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  previous  year 
and  have  nearly  doubled  any  yearly  offering  ever  made  previous  to 
the  year  '90.    Parallel  statement  appended. 

We  claim,  2d,  that  its  mode  of  operation  tends  to  foster  and  increase 
the  knowledge  of,  and  therefore  interest  in,  the  needs  of  the  Mis- 
sions of  our  Diocese.  Under  the  old  system  of  5th  Sunday  collections, 
even  with  the  greatest  zeal  and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Rector,  gene- 
ral knowledge  of  the  needs  and  condition  of  our  Missionary  inter- 
ests could  only  be  meagre.  A  rainy  Sunday  meant  a  small  con- 
tribution, and,  what  is  quite  as  important,  a  failure,  on  the  part  of 
the  vast  majority  of  the  flock,  to  have  their  attention  called  to  this 
important  matter.  Under  the  Greenville  Convocation  plan  such 
mishaps  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  entirely  prevented. 

We  claim,  3d,  that  this  plan  accords  to  every  member  an  oppor- 
tunity to  assist  in  the  Church's  mission  work.  Our  experience  in 
the  Greenville  Convocation,  during  the  past  year,  has  convinced  us 
that  small  contributions  are  not  always  the  real  measure  of  the 
interest  and  zeal  of  our  flocks.  We  have  found  that  the  willingness 
to  give  to  Diocesan  Missions  has  been  quite  universal, —that  there  has 
been  an  eagerness  to  do  as  much  as  possible  for  the  cause, — and 
that  the  plan  has  been  welcomed  as  affording  an  opportunity, 
and  at  the  same  time  an  aid,  to  greater  liberality.  One  prominent  • 
layman  (to  mention  but  one)  wrote  us,  "say  and  do  all  you  can  to 
to  have  this  plan  at  work  all  over  the  State,  and  the  amount  of 
money  will  reach  $6,000  per  annum,  and  we  can  start  one  Evangelist 
in  each  Convocation.  With  an  abiding  faith  that  the  plan  will,  if 
adopted,  be  a  power  for  Missionary  good  in  the  Diocese,  and  with  an 
earnest  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted  by  this  Convention, — 
we  beg  to  submit  these  statements  for  your  consideration,  and  the 
plan  for  your  adoption."

On  his  motion,  also,  it  was  qrdered  that  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  be  authorized  to  have  a  sufficient 
number  of  Mission  Collection  Books  printed  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  diocese. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Stoney,  dean,  read  a  report  from  the  2d  Mission- 
ary District,  Rev.  J.  McCollough,  a  brief  statement  from  the 
ist. 

The  election  of  Lay  Members  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
was  ordered,  and  Messrs.  London,  Shand  and  F.  L.  Frost 
nominated,  and  elected  viva  voce. 
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Mr.  Stoney  offered  fhe  following  amendment  to  Canon 
XII;  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons. 

Sec.  V.    Four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  of  its  meetings. 
Number  the  following  Section  VI. 

The  Missionary  session  being  ended,  the  election  of  the 
Standing  Committee  was  ordered  ;  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Johnson 
and  Cornish  appointed  tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  Markley  and  Bellinger  of  that  of  the  Laity. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix  IV.  D.] 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  called  up  the  proposed  amendment  to 
Art,  VI  of  the  Constitution  relating  to  a  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese — see  Journal  of  1890,  p,  30 — which  was  adopted  by 
a  unanimous  vote  in  both  Orders. 

The  Bishop  nominated  for  Chancellor  Mr.  R.  W.  Sham), 
and  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Kershaw  and  Bratton  tellers  of 
the  vote  of  the  clergy,  and  Messrs.  W.  Johnson  and  J.  E.  La- 
Roche  of  that  of  the  Laity.  The  tellers  reported  Mr.  Shand 
unanimously  elected  in  both  Orders. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel,  from  the  Committee  on  Admission  of 
Parishes,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  dues,  and  dues  to  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  in  the  case  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion,  be  cancelled 
and  the  Church  be  re-instated.  Adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr,  McDonough,  resolved  that  the 
dues  of  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  be  remitted,  and  the  parish 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  the  dues  of  St.  Luke's 
Chuich,  Charleston,  were  also  remitted. 

Mr.  London  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  Art. 
VIII  of  the  Constitution,  which  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Constitution  and  Canons.

Page  13.  Strike  out  words  after  Session,  to  and  including  "proper," 
and  insert  "which  application  shall  lie  over,  to  be  bal lotted  on  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention." 
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Page  13.  After  the  word  Convention,  next  to  last  line,  insert  "both 
orders  concurring,"  so  as  to  read  "should  the  Convention,  both  or- 
ders concurring  make  a  favorable  decision." 

Page  14.  Add  to  next  to  last  sentence  "at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing," so  as  to  read  "except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention 
at  its  next  regular  meeting." 

Page  14.  Add  at  end  of  Article  "as  hereinbefore  provided"  so  as  to 
read  "may  apply  to  be  admitted  as  a  new  parish  or  church  as  here- 
inbefore provided," 

Mr.  Parker,  from  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  recommended  the  adoption  of  Mr.  Stoney's  proposed 
amendment,  which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  London  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance. Pending  its  consideration  on  motion  after  prayer  by 
the  President,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at 
io  o'clock.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen  ;  the 
Litany  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  and  the 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  call  of  absent  members  was  dispensed  with, 
any  present  were  requested  to  report  to  the  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  the  Rules  were  sus- 
pended to  allow  the  Committee  to  present  the  following  : 

MEMORIAL. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Columbian  Interna- 
tional Exposition: 

The  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled, 
having  learned,  with  much  regret,  that  an  effort  would  be  made  to 
open  the  Columbian  Exposition  on  the  Lord's  day,  desire  most  res- 
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pectf ully  and  earnestly  to  urge  the  request  that  your  Honorable 
body  will  not  entertain  the  proposition. 

They  submit  that  such  action  would  be  contrary  to  the  traditions 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  and  of  our  common  Christianity,  and  a 
dangerous  concession  to  the  growing  secularizing  spirit,  which  would 
deprive  the  Lord's  Day  of  all  legal  sanction  and  protection. 

Believing  as  they  do,  that  the  Lord's  Day  is  an  Apostolic  Institu- 
tion, essential  to  the  conservation  and  progress  of  the  Christian  re- 
ligion, and  to  the  moral  and  physical  well-being  of  mankind,  and 
that  it  is  moreover  sanctioned  by,  and  a  part  of,  the  Common  Law, 
as  asserted  by  Mr.  Webster,  we  hold  that  it  would  be  an  incalcu- 
lable calamity  that  it  should  be  disregarded  and  violated  on  such  an 
occasion,  and  by  an  Institution  conducted  under  the  patronage  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  in  which  all  the  nations 
of  the  civilized  world  will  participate. 

The  moral  effect  of  the  right  observance  of  the  day,  under  such  cir- 
cumstances woLild  be  great,  and  its  flagrant  violation  correspondingly 
disastrous. 

With  the  earnest  prayer,  therefore,  that  this  great  occasion  com- 
memorating the  wonderful  intervention  of  Divine  Providence  in  the 
discovery  of  America,  and  illustrating  the  unexampled  progress  of 
our  race  on  this  Continent,  and  in  these  United  States,  may  have  the 
blessing  of  the  God  of  our  Fathers,  we  earnestly  request  that  you 
will  give  heed  to  this  our  memorial,  and  act  in  harmony  with  its 
spirit  and  purpose. 

Done  in  Convention  at  Greenville,  So.  Ca.,  this  15th  day  of  May,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  1891.

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  :ind  Canons,  reported 
that  they  were  not  prepared  to  report  upon  the  proposed 
alterations  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  referred  to  them  at 
the  last  Convention  :  [see  Journal  1890,  p.  29,]  and  asked 
further  time  for  their  consideration,  which  was  granted. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  presented  their 
report.    [See  Appendix  IV,  B.] 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  reported.  [See 
Appendix  V.] 

Rev.  Mr.  Gadsden  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

We,  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina,  feeling  the 
deep  importance  of  educating  our  sons  at  our  Southern  Church  In- 
stitution at  Sewanee,  respectfully  desire  the  Trustees  to  put  such 
education  within  the  reach  of  all  our  members,  by  establishing,  if  prac- 
ticable, a  Commons  Hall — such  as  is  now  carried  on  in  so  many  Col- 
leges. Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  from  this  Diocese,  be  requested  to  bring 
this  matter  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  University. 

The  Special  Committee  on  proposed  alterations  in  the 
Prayer  Book,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  Reso- 
lution of  Mr.  Stoney  : 

" Resolved,  That  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  three  Cler- 
gymen and  three  Laymen,  to  report  upon  the  same  to  the  next 
Convention,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  Dioceses  now  composing  the  Gene- 
ral Convention,  the  voice  of  one  is  scarcely  heard,  and  it  seems  to  be 
of  little  avail  to  give  expression  here  to  opinions  which  exert  so  little 
influence  in  the  final  determination.  Yet  it  is  well  that  each  Dio- 
cese should  utter  its  voice,  in  so  grave  a  matter  as  the  alteration  of 
the  Prayer  Book.  In  other  days  this  Diocese  exerted,  what  we  still 
consider  a  very  valuable  and  conservative  influence,  in  this  very 
matter  :  and  though  this  influence  may  not  now  be  felt,  yet,  as  a 
duty,  and  an  indication  of  profound  interest  in  everything  touching 
the  Prayer  Book,  we  should  put  ourselves  upon  record. 

The  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  is  now  drawing  near  its  end. 
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And  while  a  few  things  have  been  done  which  we  would  have  left 
undone,  and  more,  perhaps,  left  undone,  which  we  think  might  well 
have  been  done.  We  may  congratulate  ourselves  with  the  Church 
at  large,  that  the  work  has  been  conducted  in  so  conservative  a 
manner.  The  Spirit  of  Wisdom,  we  may  trust  has  guided  it,  and 
the  changes,  upon  the  whole,  are  decidedly  for  the  better. 

That  which  remains  to  be  Anally  acted  upon,  and  which  is  now 
before  us,  may  be  considered  under  four  heads.  Embraced  in  fifty- 
two  Resolutions. 

1st.  That  which  appertains  to  the  daily  offices,  including  M.  &  E. 
Prayer,  the  Litany,  occasional  Prayers  and  Thanksgivings,  and  a 
Peniteutial  Office  for  Ash- Wednesday. 

These  are  embraced  in  the  first  twelve  resolutions.  The  first  three 
relate  to  M.  &  E.  Prayer — two  being  merely  the  perfecting  of  what  is 
already  done  ;  the  third  proposing  to  insert  versicles  in  the  E.  P. 
This,  we  think  an  enrichment,  giving  variety  to  the  Evening  Ser- 
vice and  conforming  it  more  nearly  to  other  offices,  especially  that 
of  the  Church  of  England 

Resolutions  \  and  5  concern  the  Litany.  Resolution  4  proposes  to 
insert  before  the  word  "lightning,"  in  the  fourth  deprecation,  the 
words  '  fire  and  flood  from  earthquake."  To  this  we  object,  as  being 
a  needless  marring  the  comprehensive  brevity  of  this  incomparable 
office  of  devotion.  If  we  are  to  supplicate  deliverence  from  all  the 
ills  to  which  flesh  is  heir,  even  from  those  to  which  we  are  most 
exposed,  as  being  most  frequent,  why  not  add  cyclones,  blizzards, 
mine-disasters,  railroad  accidents,  and  the  like.  Some  of  these, 
from  their  frequent  occurrence,  might  take  precedence  at  least  of 
earthquakes.  We  prefer  the  Litany,  just  as  it  is.  Resolution  5  sim- 
ply omits  the  superfluous  words— "Here  Endeth  the  Litany."  The  next 
four  resolutions  propose  additional  occasional  Prayers,  and  the  10th 
and  11th  occasional  Thanksgivings.  The  first  prayer  is  for  the  Unity 
of  God's  people  ;  the  second  for  Missions;  the  third  and  fourth  for 
Fruitful  Seasons  ;  to  be  used  on  Rogation  Sunday,  and  days  ;  the  fifth 
for  Persons  on  a  Journey.  These  all  are  excellent  prayers — some  of 
them  supplying  a  felt  need — which  we  would  gladly  see  adopted. 
Resolution  XI.  is  a  "Thanksgiving  for  a  child's  recovery  from  sick- 
ness," which  all  will  welcome,  and  Resolution  XII.  proposes  a  new 
Thanksgiving  in  place  of  one  now  in  the  Prayer  Book.  <;For  a  Safe 
Return  from  Sea  "    These  must  commend  themselves  to  all. 

The  "Penitential  Office  for  Ash- Wednesday,"  is  simply  the  gath- 
ering together  of  the  scattered  parts  of  that  day's  devotions  which 
are  already  in  the  Prayer  Book,  and  enriching  them  by  the  addition 
of  the  51st  Psalm,  and  a  few  versicles.  This  is  an  improvement,  if 
only  in  the  way  of  convenience. 

2d.  The  next  ten  Resolutions,  to  the  twenty-second  inclusive, 
relate  to  the  office  for  Holy  Communion,  including  Collects,  Epis 
ties,  and  Gospels.    Resolution  XIII,  proposes  a  Rubric  that  "The 
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Collect  appointed  for  any  Sunday  or  other  Feast,  may  be  used  at 
Evening  Service  of  the  day  before.  To  this  we  find  no  objection. 

Resolutions  XIV  and  XVI,  provide  additional  Collects,  Epistles 
and  Gospels  for  Christmas  and  Easter,  respectively,  when  the  Holy 
Communion  is  celebrated  twice  on  these  days.  These  Collects,  Epis- 
tles and  Gospels  are  taken  from  the  old  service  books,  and  while  not 
feeling  the  need,  we  see  no  objection  to  granting  them  to  those  who 
desire  them. 

Resolution  XV  simply  directs  the  printing  of  Gloria  Patri  at  the 
end  of  the  Easter  Anthem  ;  and  Resolution  XVII  gives  explicit 
direction  concerning  services  on  Sundays  after  Trinity,  when  there 
are  more  or  fewer  than  twenty-five.  Plainness  and  expiicitness  are 
always  to  be  desired. 

Resolution  XVIII  provides  for  the  omission  of  the  Decalogue,  if 
the  office  be  used  more  than  once  on  any  Sunday  And  Resolution 
XIX  proposes  versicles  to  be  used  if  the  Decalogue  hath  been  omit- 
ted. This  we  think  of  doubtful  expediency,  while  much  may  be 
said  on  both  sides. 

Resolution  XX  prefixes  one  to  the  offertory  sentences.  We  could 
wish  it  were  added,  not  prefixed. 

Resolution  XXI  proposes  to  substitute,  in  the  prayer  of  Consecra- 
tion for  "He  may  dwell  in  them,  and  they  in  Him,"  the  words  "He 
may  dwell  in  us,  and  we  in  Him."    This  change  commends  itself 

Resolution  XXII  makes  the  second  Rubric  after  the  Prayer  of  Con- 
secration more  explicit,  and  adds  the  words  "And  sufficient  opportu- 
nity shall  be  given  to  those  present  to  communicate.  This  Rubric 
the  Committee  heartily  recommend. 

3d.  Eighteen  Resolutions,  to  XI  inclusive,  relate  to  occasional 
offices.  XXII  to  XXVII  inclusive  to  the  offices  for  baptism.  Three 
of  them  making  changes  merely  verbal,  or  tending  to  expiicitness — 
the  XXIV  requiring  a  repetition  of  the  Apostle's  Creed  ;  and  the 
XXVII  providing  a  hypothetical  form  of  baptism  in  case  of  reason- 
able doubt.  The  Committee  commend  the  latter  of  these  changes  ; 
and  do  not  object  to  the  former. 

Resolution  XXVIII  provides  an  appropriate  Gospel  for  the  Con- 
firmation office,  which  is  a  decided  enrichment. 

Resolutions  XXIX  to  XXX  concern  the  Solemnization  of  Matri- 
mony, the  first  making  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Exhortation  taken 
from  the  Eng.  Prayer  Book  ;  the  second  providing  a  Collect,  Epistle 
and  Gospel  whenever  Holy  Communion  is  to  be  celebrated  on  this 
occasion. 

XXXI  and  XXXII.  Add  to  Visitation  of  Sick  an  admirable  prayer, 
and  omit  from  the  commendatory  prayer  a  portion. 

XXXIII  provides  for  abbreviation  of  the  Communion  of  Sick 
when  there  is  necessity. 

.Five  Resolutions  XXXIV  to  XXXVIII  inclusive  have  to  do  with 
the  Burial  of  the  Dead.  The  1st  printing  the  36th  and  90th  Psalms  in 
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fall,  and  allowing  the  use  of  one  or  both,  instead  of  blending  por- 
tions of  both  into  an  Anthem.    This  we  highly  commend. 

The  next  proposing  to  substitute  versicles  for  the  Lord's  Prayer. 
Without  objecting  to  the  versicles  we  do  object  to  ihe  omission  of  the 
Lord's  Prayer  in  this  place.  It  was  taught  us  by  the  Lord  Himself, 
and  harmonizes  with  what  has  gone  before  better  than  any  thing 
that  the  wit  of  man  can  devise.  , 

The  next  resolution  proposes  certain  additional  optional  prayers, 
which  are  desirable,  and  the  last  provides  for  the  use  of  this  office 
at  sea— changing  the  necessary  words. 

Resolutions  XXXIX  and  XL  make  unimportant  yet  desirable 
changes  the  form  of  Thanksgiving  ;  the  1st  in  the  Psalm,  the  2d  in 
the  Thanksgiving. 

3d.  Head— are  three  Resolutions  concerning  the  Psalter.  The 
1st  omitting  the  Selection  of  Psalms  for  Holy  Days,  the  next  substi- 
tuting Psalm  54  for  60  on  GJ-ood  Friday,  and  the  3d  for  printing  the 
Psalms  with  the  colon,  as  in  the  English  Book. 

The  1st  of  these  changes  omits  what  is  unnecessary  since  the  adop- 
tion of  Anthems  for  these  days,  taken  out  of  these  very  Psalms  ;  the 
3d  helps  to  observe  the  rythm  of  these  inspired  hymns,  in  reading 
as  well  as  singing,  but  to  the  substitution  on  Good  Friday,  we  object, 
as  an  improper  concession  to  the  spirit  of  the  age,  and  a  disparage- 
ment of  a  portion  of  the  inspired  Word  of  God. 

The  remaining  nine  Resolutions  concern  the  Ordinal  and  office  of 
Consecration  of  Church  These  need  not  be  considered  in  detail. 
The  object  of  all  is  either  to  improve  the  phraseology— or  make  the 
use  of  these  offices  more  practical.  They  must  commend  themselves 
to  all. 

Your  Committee  have  called  attention  to  the  nature  of  these 
changes,  in  few  words  as  possible,  rather  than  made  a  decided  and 
full  report,  because  of  small  attendance  of  the  members.  We  make 
positive  and  decided  objection  to  but  three.  1st.  The  alteration  in 
the  Litany  ;  2d,  the  omission  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  from  its  wonted 
place  in  the  Office  for  Burial  of  the  Dead ;  and  3d  to  the  substitution 
of  the  04th  for  the  69th  Psalm  on  Good  Friday.  While  not,  perhaps, 
agreeing  perfectly  with  regard  to  all  the  others,  no  objection  was 
made  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  urged  against  any.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies  further  report  that  the 
Parish  of  St.  David's  Cheraw,  which  was  reported  last  year  as  hav- 
ing been  deprived  of  its  rights  in  Convention,  because  of  failure  to 
send  Deputies  to  three  successive  years,  has  sent  properly  certificated 
Deputies  to  this  Convention ;  and  your  Committee  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  said  Parish  be  admitted  to  the  Convention.

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  both  to  the  Bishop's 
fund  and  the  Convention  fund  for  the  previous  years  be  remitted 
upon  the  payment  of  those  dues  for  the  present  year,  and  that  the 
Parish  be  re-instated  in  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  this 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  D.  Bratton : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  C.  R.  Miles,  having  declared  his  inability  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and 
having  requested  that  Mr.  J.  P.  K.  Bryan  be  substituted  for  him, 
therefore  Mr.  Bryan  be  elected  Trustee  in  the  room  of  Mr.  MiJes. 

Resolved  Further,  That  Mr.  Miles  be  placed  on  the  list  instead  of 
Mr.  London,  as  alternate  Trustee;  Mr.  London  being  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

The  Bishop  recognizing  the  presence  of  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Lang- 
ford,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  in- 
vited him  to  a  seat  on  his  right,  and,  introduced  him  to  the 
Convention.  On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Capers,  the  Convention 
rose  and  greeted  Dr.  Langford  as  the  representative  of  the 
Board. 

Rev.  B.  Holley,  at  the  request  of  the  Parochial  Mission 
Society  of  South  Carolina,  organized  during  the  meeting  of 
this  Convention,  presented  a  paper  showing  the  nature  and 
objects  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  moved  that  the  next  Con vention  meet  in 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May,  1892.    Rev.  Jno.  Kershaw  moved  to 
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substitute  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  which 
was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Capers  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
cordial  hospitality  of  the  rector  and  people  of  the  Parish  of  Christ 
Church,  Greenville. 

On- motion,,  after  prayers  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  reading  and 
approval  of  the  Minutes,  the  Convention  adjourned,  sine  die.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

In  making  this  my  Annual  Address  to  One  Hundred  and 
First  Diocesan  Convention,  I  will  mention  first  the  changes 
which  have  taken  place  in  our  Clergy  list  since  we  last  met. 

Rev.  J.  Mercier  Green  departed  this  life  in  March  last.  He 
was  seized  while  preaching  in  the  Church  on  John's  Island, 
with  apoplexy  and  expired  in  the  home  of  one  of  his  parish- 
oners.  He  had  been  thirty-four  years  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Church,  having  been  ordained  Priest  by  Bishop  Davis,  Janu- 
ary 24,  1859;  anc*  Deacon  in  1857.  At  the  time  of  his  death, 
Mr.  Green  was  City  Missionary  and  officiated  in  Christ  Church, 
Shepherdsboro,  and  also  in  the  Church  on  John's  Island. 

Rev.  John  Grimke  Drayton  departed  this  life  in  April  last. 
Mr.  Drayton  was  ordered  Deacon  March  16,  185 1,  by  Bishop 
Gadsden,  and  in  the  same  year  and  by  the  same  Bishop  was 
ordained  Priest  October  26,  185  1.  Mr.  Drayton  during  his 
ministry  of  forty  years  served  in  various  places,  but  latterly 
at  Flat  Rock  in  the  summer  time  and  in  St.  Andrew's  Parish 
in  the  winter.  Of  late  he  was  obliged  by  failing  health  to 
give  up  the  work  in  St.  Andrew's,  but  to  the  last  he  retained 
his  interest  in  the  work  among  the  colored  people;  and  the 
Diocese  had  no  more  effective  preacher  among  them  than 
Mr.  Drayton.  Of  both  these  our  Brethren  thus  removed  fiom 
us  and  from  the  Church  un  earth,  our  Lord  says:  "I  will 
come  again  and  take  them  to  myself,  that  where  I  am  they 
may  be  also."

My  expenditures  of  these  funds  will  of  course  be  reported 
to  those  from  whom  I  received  them,  viz:  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions in  New  York  ;  at  the  end  of  the  Missionary  Year, 
August  31,  1891. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  learn  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
has  been  able  to  meet,  from  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese, 
all  the  appropriations  of  the  Diocesan  Board,  which  in  full 
were  $4  350.  And  that  too  without  leaving  us  in  debt  at  the 
beginning  of  a  new  year,  May  1st,  1891. 
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This  cheering  condition  of  affairs  is  due  to  two  causes  : 
First,  the  zeal  and  energy  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  And  then  secondly  to  the 
increased  interest  and  contributions  of  the  congregations.  It 
gives  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  note  this  evidence  of  an  im- 
proved condition  in  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese.  I  trust  it  will 
continue  and  that  not  only  large  congregations  but  feeble  mis- 
sion stations  will  give  heed  to  the  calls  of  the  Treasurer.  To 
this  end  let  the  rectors  of  the  larger  parishes  and  the  mis- 
sionaries, and  our  lay-readers  work  together  with  the  Treas- 
urer. I  am*  sure  our  people  will  respond  if  the  matter  is  set 
earnestly  before  them  by  us  of  the  clergy.  Let  us  one  and 
all,  henceforth  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

Another  important  arm  and  aid  in  the  work  of  Missions, 
both  at  home  and  abroad- — in  our  own  diocese  and  elsewhere, 
is  found  in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  an  organization  growing 
in  strength  and  importance  year  by  year  continually.  This 
organization  is  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions, 
and  works  together  with  it — a  branch  of  it  is  in  this  Diocese, 
and  is  steadily  extending  itself  in  our  parishes.  You  proba- 
bly know  the  general  features  of  this  organization  of  the  wo- 
men of  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the  mission-work  of 
the  Church.  But  let  me  mention  a  point  or  two,  by 
way  of  illustration,  and  how  it  gets  to  its  work.  The 
General  Board  of  Missions  is  charged  with  the  stipen- 
diary support  of  Missionary  Bishops  and  Missionary  Presby- 
ters and  Missionary  Teachers ;  in  a  word,  with  the  great  mis- 
sion work  of  our  Church  wherever  it  appears.  There  is  many 
a  point,  however,  in  the  work  of  missions  which  the  General 
Board  cannot  well  reach,  and  here  it  finds  reinforcement  from 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  A  Church,  we  will  suppose,  just 
coming  into  existence,  needs  aid  in  the  way  of  chancel  furni- 
ture, or  of  schools,  or  of  clothing  for  its  clergymen;  the 
need  is  reported  the  general  secretary,  is  approved  by  the 
Bishop,  and  is  assigned  by  the  secretary  to  some  parish  where 
there  is  a  branch  of  the  auxiliary,  and  in  due  time  the  need 
is  supplied  by  a  generous  box  of  clothing  for  the  missionary's 
household,  or  by  a  contribution  to  the  chapel,  or  school,  or 
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teacher.  My  eye,  at  this  writing,  rests  upon  a  report  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  for  the  year  Sep,  1888 — Sep.  1889.  In 
money,  $41,423.  '  Specials,"  $17,956.  Value  of  3,456  boxes, 
$184,593.  Total  for  year  Sep.  1888  to  Sep.  1889,  $303,973. 
And  the  work  of  the  auxiliary  will  go  on  to  increase. 

I  note  also,  with  pleasure,  as  aiding  in  distinct  Church 
work,  the  organization  in  Charleston  known  as  the  "Church 
Guild,"  composed  in  chief  of  the  laymen  of  the  church.  The 
object  and  purposes  of  the  Guild  are  set  down  in  the  Consti- 
tution as  follows  : 

1st.  "  To  promote  the  glory  of  God,  the  welfare  o.f  man  and 
the  support  and  extension  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  Diocese. 

2d.  To  assist  with  time,  labor  and  money  in  works  of  piety 
and  charity,  to  be  done  through  the  channels  of  the  Church 
and  to  cultivate  Christian  love  among  churchmen. 

3d.  To  organize  and  direct  the  energies  of  churchmen  to- 
words  the  performance  of  practical  work  in  the  cause  of 
Christ  and  His  Church,  and  thus  make  their  creed  a  living 
every  day  reality. 

4th.  To  endeavor  to  increase  the  interest  of  all,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  young,  in  the  history,  belief  and  teaching  of  the 
Church,  and  to  disseminate  knowledge  of  these  things,  by 
essays,  lectures  and  other  means. 

5th.  To  elevate  the  standard  of  Churchliness  and  to  cultivate 
such  dignity,  heartiness  and  devoutness  in  church-service  as 
shall  be  worthy  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  Liturgy." 

There  is  call,  I  think,  for  such  combinations  among  our 
people.  In  the  present  schemes  for  unity  among  Protestant 
Christians,  and  in  proposals  how  to  effect  such  unity,  I  think 
I  see  sometimes  a  disposition  to  set  aside  and  perhaps,  give 
up  what  have  been  hitherto  looked  upon  as  first  principles.  I 
do  not  believe  that  any  real  and  true  gain  will  be  made  by 
such  sacrifices.  Let  each  communion  carry  out  its  first  prin- 
ciples in  charity  towards  others  without  strife  and  denuncia- 
tion, and  wait  in  patience  and  hope  for  the  time  to  come  when 
the  Head  of  the  Church  will  bring  us  together.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve the  times  are  at  all  ripe  yet  for  au  organic  union  among 
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Christians.  If  union  is  to  be  brought  about  by  agreeing  that 
all  our  differences  are  indifferent  and  of  no  value,  then  union 
on  such  a  basis,  will  be  a  purely  mechanical  union  and  must 
soon  fall  to  pieces,  because  it  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  one 
form  of  Christian  belief  is  no  better  than  others.  If  a  person 
holds,  for  instance,  that  immersion  is  essential  to  a  valid  bap- 
tism, how  can  he  set  aside  this  first  principle,  as  long  as  he 
holds  it  to  be  a  first  principle,  except  he  utterly  vacates  his 
first  principle  of  all  significance? 

We  need,  I  think,  more  than  we  do  to  show  why  we  are 
churchmen.  Is  there  any  ground  for  being  what  we  are?  We 
of  the  clergy  in  our  preaching  would  do  well — sometimes  to 
dwell  on  this  point.  One  reason  probably  why  we  so  seldom 
preach  on  church-doctrine  is  that  it  can  hardly  ever  be  done 
except  by  giving  offence  to  our  own  people  even.  Too  often 
it  is  assumed  that  religious  differences  are  simply  matters  of 
taste,  and  they  do  not  like  to  be  disturbed  in  this  conviction. 
But  if  there  is  any  reason  for  being  churchmen,  let  it  be 
shown  in  moderation,  and  not  in  the  way  of  decrying  others. 
It  is  in  this  direction  that  the  Church  Guild  will  work  if  its 
purposes  as  expressed  in  its  constitution  are  carried  out. 

Let  me  mention  here  parishes  and  congregations  in  which 
no  services  by  clergymen  are  maintained  regularly.  St. 
James,  Santee  ;  Church  of  the  Messiah,  N.  Santee;  Lower  St. 
John's,  Berkeley;  Middle  St.  John's,  Berkeley;  St.  Stephen's 
Parish ;  Christ  Church  Parish ;  St.  Andrew's  Parish.  Ser- 
vices by  Lay  Reading  are  maintained  in  South  Santee,  Mid- 
dle St.  John's,  Berkeley;  Christ  Church  Parish,  and  in  St. 
Andrew's  Parish  services  by  clergymen  are  regularly  sus- 
tained for  the  colored  people.  Those  parishes  on  the  sea 
board  are  not  improving.  From  ill  success  in  planting  they 
have  not  the  means  to  support  a  settled  ministry. 

The  only  resource  left  is  for  a  clergyman  to  visit  several 
congregations.  But  this  is  discouraging  work,  especially  to 
the  clergyman.  And  yet  without  it  things  must  go  back. 
Think  of  a  planting  community  where  there  is  no  public 
worship  at  all — children  growing  up  without  service — neigh- 
bors never  meeting  to  engage  in  the  rfighest  acts  belonging 
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to  human  life.  Such  a  community  cannot  but  recede  in  every 
way,  socially  and  spiritually.  To  turn  to  what  is  more  en- 
couraging, I  am  glad  to  record  the  fact  that  more  young 
men  are  turning  their  attention  to  the  ministry  than  of  late 
years — the  chief  obstacle  in  the  way  of  theological  education 
is  the  lack  of  means.  My  purpose  is  to  devote  the  visitation 
offerings  to  this  department  of  Diocesan  expenditure.  A 
young  man  offering  for  the  sacred  ministry  and  having  little 
or  no  means  of  his  own,  cannot  well  get  on  at  less  than  $350 
per  year,  unless  he  can  be  put  in  the  way  of  helping  himself. 
Tomeet  the  necessary  expenditure  here  of  postulants  and  candi- 
dates for  holy  orders  preparing  for  the  ministry  the  Diocese 
ought  to  be  able  to  command  an  income  of  at  least  $2,000,  to 
be  expended  upon  young  men  offering  for  and  preparing  to  en- 
ter the  ministry  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  when  a  pos- 
tulant and  candidate  have  received  their  education  from  the 
Diocese,  it  will  be  expected  of  them  that  they  will  serve  the 
Diocese  for  at  least  three  years  after  their  admission  to  the 
priesthood.  Of  course  such  an  understanding  will  be  a 
matter  of  honor.  After  a  candidate  has  entered  the  priest- 
hood the  Bishop  has  no  power  to  prevent  his  going  into 
another  Diocese  at  the  call  of  some  wealthy  parish,  and  there- 
fore my  understanding  is,  and  I  so  state  it,  that  any  postu- 
lant or  candidate  who  receives  his  theological  education  from 
this  Diocese,  will  be  expected  to  remain  in  it  at  least  three 
years  after  entering  the  priesthood,  unless  the  Bishop  for 
cause  releases  him  from  his  obligation.  This  is  one  of  the 
trials  of  a  Bishop  in  a  poor  Diocese,  this  having  his  clergy 
made  the  prey  of  some  wealthy  parish  in  a  neighboring  Dio- 
cese— the  work  began  in  faith  and  at  cost  of  thought,  and 
prospering,  left  suddenly  for  "some  larger  field  of  usefulness" 
and  left  to  decay  like  a  stranded  boat.  But  let  me  say  just 
here  for  my  young  brethren  who  have  come  to  us  from 
Sewanee,  that  they  have  not  deserted  the  ship,  but  have  stood 
by  us  in  spite  of  very  flattering  offers  from  abroad,  and  their 
self-denial  is  not  forgotten  or  unappreciated  by  their  Bishop. 
But  to  come  back  to  the  matter  of  theological  education  and 
the  means  to  provide  for  it.    We  ought  to  have  at  least  six 
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postulants  and  candidates  from  this  Diocese  preparing  for  the 
ministry,  if  we  would  maintain  our  clergy  list,  and  not  only 
maintain  but  enlarge  it.  Can  this  expense  be  provided  for 
as  estimated  above  ?  Let  me  say  a  word  on  this  point,  and 
so  put  the  Convention  in  possession  of  the  facts.  I  will  take 
the  past  year  as  a  sampte  of  what  we  may  expect  to  do  for 
the  near  future. 

We  have  at  Sewanee  the  St.  Andrew's  scholarship,  founded 
by  Mrs.  Manigault,  formerly  of  this  Diocese,  but  now  of  Eng- 
land. This  scholarship  is  $10,000,  and  yields  an  income 
yearly  of  $600.  The  John  Stewart  scholarship  at  Alexandria, 
Va.,  and  founded  by  the  late  Mrs.  Thos.  Pinckney,  and  yield- 
ing an  income,  I  think,  of  $300.  The  Bishop  of  South  Caro- 
lina, is  given  the  priority  of  nomination  to  this  scholarship, 
provided  he  has  a  candidate  to  present ;  otherwise  the  nomi- 
nation will  go  to  Virginia.  I  expect  to  avail  myself,  how- 
ever, of  this  scholarship  in  the  coming  September.  There 
are  also  fragments  of  theological  scholarships  from  this  Dio- 
cese in  the  keeping  of  our  old  friend,  the  u  Advancement 
Society,"  the  income  from  which  the  past  year  has  been  $210. 

The  Board  of  the  Converse  College  Co.  in  Spartanburg, 
arising  from  the  sale  of  St.  John's  building  and  grounds,  is 
$10,000,  and  yields  an  income  at  7  per  cent,  of  $700.  This 
income  must  go  to  theological  education,  and  for  the  past 
year  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  devoted  $500  of  the  income 
to  pay  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  School  of  Theology 
at  the  University  of  the  South,  and  the  balance  of  the  in- 
come, $200,  to  aid  theological  students,  and  I  presume  I  can 
count  on  such  appropriation  year  by  year. 

From  offerings  at  my  visitations  of  churches  at  morning 
services,  which  I  devote  to  theological  education,  I  have  re- 
ceived from  May  7,  1890,  to  May  13,  1891,  $490.75.  From 
this  it  will  be  seen,  that  when  the  John  Stewart  scholarship 
at  the  Virginia  Seminary  is  included,  and  called  for,  the  Dio- 
cese will  be  able  very  nearly  to  provide  from  its  own  funds 
if  they  continue  as  above  designated,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
maintain  six  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  at  $350  each.  In  the 
past  year  there  have  been  expended  from  Diocesan  funds  for 
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theological  education  #1,375.  And  my  hope  is,  that  I  shail 
not  need  to  discourage  persons  possessed  of  proper  qualifica- 
tions from  entering  the  ministry  because  of  the  lack  of  means 
to  maintain  themselves  while  pursuing  theological  studies. 

For  the  past  year  I  have  been  very  constantly  on  my 
work  of  visiting  the  churches  and  congregations,  save  a  vaca- 
tion of  three  weeks  in  September  in#North  Carolina.  I  find 
with  advancing  age  that  visitations  in  the  hot  season  become 
year  by  year  more  burdensome,  moreover  a  Bishop,  most  of 
whose  life  is  spent  away  from  books  has  need  of  time  for 
study.  This  is  one  of  the  self-denials  imposed  upon  the 
office  to  turn  one's  back  upon  books,  and  to  relinquish  the 
calm,  quiet  atmosphere  of  delightful  study.  I  think  the  past 
year,  as  I  have  gone  through  the  Diocese,  has  been  favorable 
for  church-work,  and  that  a  spirit  of  fellowship  and  unity  has 
more  or  less  visited  us.  Politically,  it  has  been  an  exciting 
year,  but  within  the  Diocese,  so  far  as  I  have  observed,  the 
questions  which,  of  late,  have  agitated  us  and  rent  us  asunder 
have  not  disturbed  our  peace.  May  it  continue,  and  so  enable 
us  to  apply  to  our  Diocese  what  was  said  of  the  Church  of 
the  Apostles  at  an  early  date  after  a  storm  :  "  Then  had  the 
Churches  rest  throughout  all  Judea  and  Galilee  and  Samaria 
and  were  edified  ;  "  that  is,  were  built  up — "  and  walking  in 
the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
were  multiplied."  On  three  occasions  I  was  called  away  from 
the  Diocese— once  as  trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South 
to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  and 
again  to  attend  at  Selma,  in  Alabama,  the  consecration  of 
Dr.  Jackson,  as  the  assistant  Bishop.  Dr.  Jackson  was  for  a 
•  year  a  member  of  this  Diocese,  being  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Greenville,  and  his  rectorship  here  and  his  power  as 
a  preacher  still  remain  a^leasant  memory  with  you  to  Christ 
Church.  The  Bishop  of  Alabama,  and  the.  diocese  of  Ala- 
bama, and  the  Church  at  large,  for  the  Bishop  of  a  diocese 
is  a  Bishop  in  the  whole  Church  as  well,  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated upon  their  choice  and  upon  the  consecration  of  Dr. 
Jackson,  to  be  their  assistant  Bishop.  May  he  be  with  them 
many  years,  and  be  blessed  in  his  going  out  and  coming  in. 
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But  in  the  Church  of  God,  as  well  as  in  the  kingdoms  of 
earth,  one  comes  and  another  goes.  My  third  absence  from 
the  Diocese  was  in  response*to  the  invitation  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  to  attend  the  funeral 
of  the  late  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Beckwith,  who 
departed  this  life  at  Atlanta,  Nov.  23d,  1890.  Dr.  Beckwith 
was  the  foremost  preacher  among  the  Southern  bishops,  and 
whenever  he  preached  the  Churches  were  thronged.  I  re- 
member when  he  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Georgia  it  was 
thought  impossible  for  him  to  fill  up  the  gap  left  by  his  pre- 
decessor, Dr.  Elliott ;  and  so  I  suppose  it  will  be  said  of  Dr. 
Beckwith's  successor,  whoever  he  may  be.  But  let  him 
assure  himself  with  the  thought  that  no  man  is  all-important 
to  the  Church  of  God.  We  work  and  pass  away  from  the 
thoughts  and  judgment  of  men  and  rest  in  God  and  leave 
others  to  carry  forward  the  work  we  have  relinquished.  May 
God  guide  the  convention  of  Georgia  in  its  choice  of  a  suc- 
cessor to  Bishop  Beckwith. 

The  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  and  the  entire  Church  as 
well,  lament  the  death  of  Dr.  Paddock,  Bishop  of  Massachu- 
setts— a  good  man  and  an  earnest  man  and  one  wholly 
devoted  to  his  calling,  with  an  eye,  single  to  the  glory  of 
Christ  and  His  Church. 

May  we  all  follow  him  as  he  followed  the  Master. 

And  now  brethren  of  the  Convention  in  bringing  these 
remarks  to  a  conclusion  I  invoke  for  you  and  your  work  in 
behalf  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  blessing  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

DIOCESE. 


To  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  : 

The  report  of  the  corporation  known  as  the  Trustees  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, respectfully  shows  as  follows  : 

That  the  interest  on  the  bond  of  the  Converse  College 
Company,  viz.,  $700,  was  paid  in  the  summer  of  1890,  and 
that  out  of  the  same  the  Trustees,  by  proper  resolutions, 
directed  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  send  to  the  Theologi- 
cal Department  of  the  University  of  the  South  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  as  the  annual  quota  of  the  Diocese. 
That  this  was  done,  and  that  the  receipt  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Du- 
Bose,  of  the  University  of  the  South,  was  received  for  the 
same. 

That  out  of  this  same  interest  fund,  the  Trustees,  by  proper 
resolution,  determined  to  appropriate  the  balance,  namely, 
$200,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  this  Diocese,  and  this  amount  was  accordingly  paid  over 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  this  purpose. 

The  Trustees  would  also  report  that  they  have  purchased 
a  suitable  lot  for  a  church  on  Sullivan's  Island,  and  have  paid 
for  the  same  out  of  a  fund  in  their  hands,  arising  from  some 
old  property  connected  with  the  former  church  on  that 
Island. 

They  have  also  appropriated  the  balance  of  this  fund  be- 
longing to  the  former  church  on  Sullivan's  Island,  and  also  a 
small  fund  in  their  hands  arising  from  other  sources  towards 
the  erection  of  a  church  on  the  lot  purchased. 

They  have  also  appointed  a  committee  (consisting)  of  three, 
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all  of  whom  are  residents  or  lot  holders  on  Sullivan's  Island, 
for  the  purpose  of  superintending  the  erection  of  the  church 
edifice,  and  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  appropriated  by 
the  Trustees.  A  fund  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing the  Island  church  has  been,  by  proper  resolution,  or- 
dered to  be  paid  over  to  this  Committee,  who  will  account 
from  time  to  time  by  proper  reports  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
as  to  the  expenditures  connected  with  the  same. 

The  Trustees  would  state  in  this  connection,  that  great  in- 
terest is  being  manifested  in  the  erection  of  this  chapel  on 
Sullivan's  Island,  and  that  not  only  will  the  funds  appro- 
priated be  expended  on  such  purpose,  but  the  committee 
whom  they  have  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  matter  have 
evidenced  great  zeal  and  interest  in  the  same,  and  are  now 
making  collections  which  will  probably  equal  in  amount  the 
appropriation  of  the  Trustees.  This  will  ensure  the  erection 
of  a  beautiful  chapel  on  Sullivan's  Island,  and  the  property, 
of  course,  will  stand  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report,  that  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Joyner  has  sent  during  the  year,  to  this  Board  to  be  held  by 
them,  the  following  deeds  : 

Deed  Charles  J.  Babbitt,  trustee,  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  dated  October  24th,  1890,  (Book  K  K,  page  200, 
Lexington  County,)  tract  of  ten  acres  in  Lexington,  "  in  trust 
for  school  and  church  purposes  for  the  colored  people  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese." 

Deed  of  Martin  to  the  Trustees,  dated  17th  September, 
1883,  (R.  M.  C.  O.,  Fairfield  County,  Book  A  K,  page  233,) 
2%  acres  in  Fairfield  County,  "intrust  for  Church  and  school 
purposes  for  the  colored  people  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese." 

Deed  of  Theodore  Ingles  to  Benjamin  B.  Babbitt,  trustee, 
dated  28th  June,  1883,  (R-  M-  C.  O.,  Richland  County,  Book 
O,  page  612,)  one  quarter  of  an  acre  on  Green  street,  in  the 
city  of  Columbia,  in  trust  for  Church  and  school  purposes 
of  the  colored  people.'7 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  appropriated  for  the  use 
of  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour  at  Rock  Hill, 
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S.  C,  the  income  derived  from  the  lands  now  in  their  hands, 
formerly  belonging  to  Emanuel  Church  in  Chester  County. 
This  appropriation  is  for  the  years  1890"  and  189 1. 

The  Trustees  were  induced  to  do  this  from  the  fact  that  the 
ladies  of  the  Parish  of  our  Saviour,  at  Rock  Hill,  have  been 
enabled  to  purchase  a  lot  and  commence  the  erection  of  a 
parsonage  at  that  point,  and  the  Trustees  desired  to  assist 
them  as  much  as  possible,  and  were  of  opinion  that  the  rents 
arising  from  the  lands  of  the  old  Church  of  Emanuel,  which 
wan  formerly  located  in  that  part  of  the  country,  might  very 
properly  be  applied  to  this  laudable  purpose. 

There  has  also  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  following  deed  : 

Deed  from  Mrs,  Louisa  C.  Link  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,,  dated  10th  May,  1886,  (R.  M.  C.  O. 
Book  No.  9,  page  57,  Abbeville  County,)  lot  of  land  in  Abbe- 
ville County,  one  acre,  to  be  used  as  a  site  for  a  church 
edifice,  and  to  be  held  for  the  use  of  the  congregation  there 
worshiping.  This  lot  of  land  is  near  Wellington  depot,  on 
the  Savannah  Valley  Railroad. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Rev.  Wra.  A.  Guerry  and 
his  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Florence, 
S.  C,  have,  by  very  laudable  and  praiseworthy  efforts,  erected 
and  paid  for  a  lot  and  church  edifice  in  the  town  of  Florence. 
They  have  recently  had  a  deed  made  of  this  property  to  the 
Trustees  of  the- Diocese,  which  includes  the  lot  and  church. 
This  deed  is  as  follows  : 

St.  John's  Episcopal  Church  of  Florence  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  :  church  lot  and  building,  Florence,  S.  C. ;  deed 
dated  12th  February,  1891,  R.  M.  C.  O.  Florence  County, 
Book  E,  page  381. 

This  is  the  church  building  which  has  been  recently  conse- 
crated by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Appended  hereto  is  a  statement  of  the  cash  disbursements 
and  of  the  cash  on  hand.  All  of  which  is  respectfully 
submitted.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  submits  to  the  Con- 
vention its  fourteenth  annual  report.  When  the  Board  was 
organized  in  May,  1877,  and  charged  with  the  aid  of  feeble 
Parishes,  and  the  care  of  the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese, 
appropriations  of  money  were  made  to  assist  twenty^six 
Parishes  and  Missions.  This  number  has  increased  during 
the  past  fourteen  years  to  forty-nine.  Within  this  period 
Missions  have  been  established  and  maintained  at  Seneca, 
Wamalla,  White  Horse,  Welford,  Gaffney,  Blacksburg,  Lan- 
caster, Darlington,  Marion,  Graniteville,  Trenton,  Ridge 
Spring,  Blackville,  Hardeeville,  Hampton  C.  H.,  Ellenton, 
Ochitie,  Pee  Dee,  and  near  Camden.  Churches  or  chapels 
have  been  built  at  Seneca,  Walhalla,  Willington,  White 
Horse,  Welford,  Gaffney,  Blacksburg,  Lancaster,  Ridge 
Spring,  Trenton,  Columbia,  Florence,  Marion,  Darlington, 
and  McClellanville.  These  churches  and  chapels  report  to 
Convention  205  families,  and  499  communicants.  Such 
results  abundantly  justify  the  interest  manifested  by  the 
Diocese  in  the  work  of  our  Missionaries,  and  furnish  the  best 
possible  reason  for  their  support  and  encouragement.  With 
grateful  satisfaction  the  Board  reports  the  fact,  that  its  expec- 
tations have  been  fully  met  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the 
Diocese  has  given  more  liberally  than  ever  before.  This 
happy  result  has  been  reached  by  an  increased  interest  gene- 
rally manifested  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  by  the  adoption 
in  many  Parishes,  of  the  subscription  and  pledge  plan,  recom- 
mended at  the  last  Convention  by  the  resolution  proposed  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Holley     Your  Board  earnestly  approves  this 
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plan  and  recommends  its  universal  adoption  in  the  Diocese. 
The  plan  is  a  simple  one,  and  only  needs  the  active  co-ope- 
ration of  the  Clergy  to  give  it  efficiency.  Let  each  Rector  or 
Minister,  make  a  list  of  every  one  in  the  Parish  or  Mission, 
who  will  contribute  to  the  Board  ;  appoint  a  number  of  col- 
lectors ;  assign  twenty  contributors  to  each  collector ;  and 
let  the  sums  pledged  be  collected  monthly,  or  quarterly,  and 
forwarded  by  postoffice  order,  or  check,  to  the  treasurer. 
By  the  use  of  this  plan  in  the  First  District  over  Four 
Hundred  Dollars,  in  excess  of  last  year,  have  been  raised, 
and  in  the  Third  District  over  Eight  Hundred  Dollars.  It  has 
been  most,  efficiently  worked  in  Grace  Church  and  S1". 
Michael's,  Charleston,  and  in  the  churches  in  Spartanburg 
and  Greenville,  the  four  Churches  giving,  in  the  aggregate, 
the  sum  of  $1,652  38  to  the  Board  the  past  year. 

To  secure  its  general  use  the  Board  recommends  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  : 

That  the  Convention  approves  the  plan  of  collecting  money  for 
the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  in  its  Annual  Report,  and  hereby  directs  the  Board  to  have 
the  necessary  collection  books  printed  and  distributed  to  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  for  general  use  throughout  the  Diocese. 

When  we  consider  that  of  the  ninety-five  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions ©f  the  Diocese,  only  sixteen  of  them  are  self-supporting, 
and  to  minister  to  these  ninety-five  Parishes  and  Missions  we 
have  only  thirty  six  Clergy,  some  of  whom  are  venerable 
men,  worn  by  long  and  devoted  labors,  churchmen  and 
church  women  should  need  no  other  appeal  to  heart  or  con- 
science to  quicken  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Missions.  yVe  rejoice  that  churchmen  are  witnessing  by 
their  offerings  to  the  unity  and  the  life  of  the  Church  in  South 
Carolina  ;  illustrating  by  practical  zeal  for  her  increase  and 
progress  that  the  Parishes  and  Missions  are  indeed  members 
of  one  body,  and  by  a  loving  charity,  that  they  are  all  united 
in  a  living  bond  of  faith  to  the  one  Divine  Head.  We  here- 
with submit  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  extracts  from 
the  reports  of  our  Missionaries.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 
THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to 
report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  reports  of  thirty-seven  Par- 
ishes in  union  with  the  Convention — the  number  handed  in 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  As  all  these  reports  will, 
by  the  direction  of  the  Convention,  be  spread  on -the  pages  of 
the  Journal,  we  refer  you  to  it  when  published,  for  all  the 
special  matters  of  interest  contained  in  these  reports — bring- 
ing to  your  attention,  in  this  report,  only  a  few  of  particular 
noteworthiness. 

As  the  following  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention — 
twelve  in  number,  have  made  no  reports,  viz  :  St.  James', 
Santee  ;  St.  John's,  Berkeley  ;  St.  Andrew's  Parish  ;  St.  Hel- 
ena, Beaufort ;  Prince  Frederick's.  Pee  Dee;  St.  Michael's, 
Charleston;  St  Stephen's  Parish  ;  St.  Matthew's  Parish;  Trin- 
ity Church,  Black  Oak;  St.  Paul's,  Radcliffeboro ;  Christ 
Church,  Wilton  ;  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville — 
the  reports  we  have  examined,  give,  of  course,  but  an  ap- 
proximate exhibit  of  the  State  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

In  addition  to  the  reports  already  referred  to,  your  Com- 
mittee  have  examined  twenty-seven  others,  made  by  mission- 
aries laboring  at  various  stations  not  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention. They  are  all  encouraging,  and  reaffirm  what  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  stated  in  his  able  and  in- 
teresting report,  viz:  that  there  has  been  progress  all  along 
the  line. 

Two  facts  of  particular  encouragement  were  brought  to 
your  Committee's  notice  in  examining  the  reports — one,  the 
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unusual  number  of  new  churches  consecrated — the  other,  the 
increase  of  the  contributions  for  Diocesan  Missions.  Of  this 
latter,  however,  you  have  been  already  fully  informed  by  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  We  will  only  repeat  that 
Grace  Church,  Charleston,  and  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  are 
particularly  conspicuous  for  increased  liberality  in  this 
direction. 

The  former,  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  is  also  to  be  con- 
gratulated for  its  success  in  liquidating  the  heavy  debt  in- 
curred in  repairing  the  damages  done  to  the  church  building 
by  the  earthquake  in  1886.  The  latter,  Christ  Church,  Green- 
ville, reports  :  through  its  Rector,  new  church  and  chancel 
furniture  of  extra  elegance  and  finish. 

The  work  among  the  colored  people  has  grown  in  a  very 
marked  degree,  through  the  energetic  and  zealous  labors  of 
the  devoted  missionary  of  the  Church  Associate  Mission — the 
Rev,  E  N.  Joyner.  His  report  is  full  and  full  of  interest. 
The  Rev.  J.  M.  Pollard  is  also  doing  a  successful  work  among 
the  people  of  his  own  race. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  mortgages  on 
several  chapels  have  been  lifted,  and  that  there  is  tvery  pros- 
pect of  a  church  being  shortly  erected  on  Sullivan's  Island, 
and  also  that  an  effort  is  being  made  by  a  brother,  every  way 
qualified,  to  establish  a  church  paper.  The  low  rate  at  which 
he  proposes  to  publish  it,  and  the  want  we  all  feel  of  a  medium 
through  which  we  may  receive  Diocesan  intelligence,  ought 
to  insure  its  success. 

Altogether  the  outlook  for  our  beloved  Church,  is,  your 
Committee  think,  in  every  direction  good,  and  they  have 
much  reason,  they  think,  to  thank  God,  take  courage  and  go 
on  our  way  hopefully.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  THE  SOUTH. 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  from  this 
Diocese  herewith  submit  their  annual  report : 

The  total  number  of  students  last  year  was  248,  represent- 
ing 27  different  States.  This  State  sent  19,  The  Trustees  re- 
joice to  know  that  the  University  is  becoming  more  widely 
known  year  by  year.  The  public  is  realizing  more  fully  as 
time  goes  on  the  fact  that  a  high  standard  of  education  pre- 
vails there — high,  both  moral  and  intellectual — that  the  Uni- 
versity seeks  to  send  forth  into  the  world  men,  not  only  of 
brains  but  of  character.  The  testimony  on  this  point  of 
Charles  Dudley  Warner,  L.  L.  D.,  is  of  great  force  and  value. 
He  visited  and  examined  the  University  in  person,  and  testi- 
fied that  he  "  found  there  the  prevailing  idea  that  the  best 
thing  in  life  is  the  intellectual  and  moral  side ;  that  the 
standard  of  scholarship  is  very  high,  the  Christian  fame  is 
high,  and  the  Christian  spirit  dominant;  and  that  the  phy- 
sical and  intellectual  side  is  equally  well  developed/' 

As  regards  the  Theological  Schools  19  students  were  in  at- 
tendance. The  value  of  this  department  to  the  church  is  well 
nigh  priceless,  especially  in  the  South,  where  already  its 
graduates  aie  to  be  found  in  every  Diocese.  Only  the  other 
day  one  was  elected  to  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  the 
Church,  the  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  M.  A.,  Assistant  Bishop  of 
Louisiana. 

The  fear,  widely  felt  at  one  time,  that  the  Ritual  and  Theol- 
ogy at  Sewanee  was  too  extreme,  is  happily,  we  think, 
greatly  allayed,  and  we  trust  that  every  son  of  the  Church 
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can  and  will  throw  the  weight  of  his  influence  in  favor  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  truly  feeling  when  he  does  so,  that 
in  the  end  he  is  but  working  for  the  best  and  highest  interests 
of  our  common  mother,  the  Church  of  Christ,  "the  pillar 
and  ground  of  the  truth."

REMARKS. 

With  the  exception  of  the  month  of  August,  during  the  past  year 
I  have  been  steadily  engaged  in  my  ministerial  duties  ;  and,  though 
sometimes  prevented  from  holding  services  by  the  inclemency  of  the 
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weather,  I  have  never  failed  to  be  present  myself.  There  has  been 
little  or  no  change  in  the  conditions  and  surroundings  of  my  field  of 
labor,  the  influx  of  new  settlers  for  which  we  have  been  watching 
and  waiting  not  yet  having  begun,  though  the  prospect  is  that  in 
the  near  future  Port  Royal  will  feel  the  impulse  of  new  life,  and 
hence  the  importance  of  maintaining  our  work  there. 

At  St.  Peter's  mission  the  Methodists  having  withdrawn  the  privi- 
lege of  worshiping  in  their  building,  extended  to  us  for  so  many 
years,  our  people  have  determined  to  erect  a  church  of  our  own,  a 
purpose  that  I, have  earnestly  advocated  ever  since  my  connection 
with  them.  The  lot  has  been  donated,  the  plans  for  the  building  ac- 
cepted, some  collections  made  toward  the  building  fund,  and  we 
hope  before  another  year  to  be  worshipping  in  our  own  house. 

In  Grahamville  our  building  has  been  re-covered,  and  a  stove  put 
in ;  and  when  other  contemplated  repairs  are  finished,  the  whole 
building  will  be  repaired  within  and  without.  In  Bluffton  we  are 
now  gathering  the  material  for  putting  on  a  new  roof,  and  should 
our  means  be  sufficient  we  hope  to  make  other  much  needed  repairs. 
In  this  work  we  have  been  greatly  helped  by  Northern  friends,  es- 
pecially a  young  lady  for  whose  benefactions  we  heartily  thank 
them ;  the  ladies  of  the  parish  also  have  labored  for  many  years, 
continually  adding  to  their  little  fund,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
in  this  work. 

My  health  having  failed  completely  in  July,  under  the  advice  of 
my  physician,  I  spent  August  about  twelve  miles  out  of  Greenville, 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ewbank,  and  whilst  there  was  enabled  to  help 
them  somewhH  towards  the  completion  of  Grace  Chapel,  a  work  of 
faith  begun  many  years  ago  by  this  family  I  was  enabled  to  hold 
two  services  on  each  Sunday  of  my  sojourn  in  their  delightful  home, 
administered  the  Communion  twice,  and  held  eight  services  at  night 
in  the  week.  During  my  stay  my  health  steadily  improved,  and 
though  not  fully  restored  to  my  former  strength,  I  was  enabled  to 
resume  my  own  work  on  the  first  of  September. 

Through  the  assistance-  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Spear,  D.  D.,  formerly  of 
this  Diocese,  I  received  a  donation  of  prayer-books  and  hymnals 
from  the  Bishop  White  Prayer-Book  Society,  which  have  been  dis- 
tributed at  the  various  points  of  the  mission,  without  supplying  the 
demands  for  them.

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vices  through  the  kindness  of  different  clergymen  of  the  Columbia 
Convocation.

REMARKS. 

Our  Church  was  injured  by  fire  on  Sunday,  Dec.  14, 1890,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  about  $1,6C0.  We  were  unable  to  worship,  in  it  for  about  two 
months.  It  has  been  temporarily  repaired,  but  the  congregation 
feel  the  need  of  a  new  and  larger  edifice  and  have  resolved  to  build 
one  as  soon  as  they  can  raise  the  funds.  About  $1,500  has  been  pledged 
to  that  object.  Since  Jan.  1st,  1891,  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher,  Deacon,  assists, 
by  holding  service  once  a  month. 
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AT  WALHALLA. 

The  consecration  of  the  new  Chapel  by  the  name  of  St.  John's, 
took  place  in  September,  The  Greenville  Convocation  met  at  the 
same  time,  and  the  Bishop  proposed  the  plan  of  a  Deacon  to  assist, 
by  giving  one  Sunday  in  each  month  to  Walhalla  and  Seneca,  and 
one  Sunday  to  Pendleton,  and  one  to  Anderson,  also  one  to  Willing- 
ton  in  Abbeville  county.  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher,  since  Jan.  1st,  1891,  has 
discharged  this  duty  with  great  acceptability. 

The  new  Railroad  makes  it  possible  for  him  to  travel  from  Wal- 
halla near  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  to  Willington,  near  the  Savan- 
nah River,  a  distance  of  eighty-one  miles. 

At  Seneca,  services  have  been  held  regularly  by  myself  on  the  5th 
Sunday  in  the  month,  and  by  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  monthly  in  the  af- 
ternoon of  the  Sunday  he  is  at  Walhalla.

REMARKS. 

In  addition  to  my  parochial  work  for  the  year  I  am  thankful  to 
report  the  result  of  a  six  days'  "mission  "•  held  in  the  Church  of 
Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill,  in  October,  1890. 

Seventeen  services  were  held,  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated 
three  times,  13  children  and  1  adult  were  baptized,  Seven  candi- 
dates were  presented  to  the  Bishop  for  confirmation.  ' 

Of  work  at  home  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the 
past  year  much  has  been  done  by  way  of  improvement  to  the  in- 
terior of  Christ  Church.  The  altar  rail,  credence  and  pulpit,  pre- 
viously of  common  woods,  have  been  replaced  by  the  purchase  of 
furnishings  in  walnut  and  metal.  The  lectern  and  altar  desk  are  of 
solid  brass.  Choir  stalls  have  been  provided,  and  the  chandeliers 
for  oil  lamps  have  given  place  to  a  central  chaudelier  and  a  corona 
chancel  light  of  polished  brass  combining  the  use  of  gas  and  elec- 
tricity. 

Of  woman's  work  in  the  parish,  I  am,  I  think,  justly  proud.  The 
parish  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxilliary  has  sent  off  two  boxes 
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valued  at  $188  20  and  has  contributed  to  the  endowment  fund  the 
sum  of  $10  40. 

The  Ladies'  Guild,  in  aiding  and  visiting  the  sick  and  poor  and 
in  visiting  the  strangers  among  us,  is  doing  much  of  the  true  work 
of  the  church. 

The  Sewing  Circle,  which  has  just  passed  the  twenty-first 
anniversary  of  its  organization,  is  ever  lending  a  helping  hand  in 
works  of  charity  and  benevolence.  The  Altar  Society  has  furnished 
two  sets  of  fine  linen  for  the  service  of  the  sanctuary,  besides  doing 
much  toward  the  ornamentation  of  the  church. 

( 'hief  among  the  charities  of  the  parish  should  be  mentioned  the 
Church  Home,  under  the  management  of  a  board  composed  of  ladies 
of  the  Church  and  presided  over  by  a  matron  whose  faithfulness  is 
an  example  to  those  who  hope  for  a  crown  of  glory  in  the  Great 
Day.  Provided  by  the  munificence  of  one  of  our  church  women  and 
supported,  perhaps,  not  as  liberally  as  it  should  be  by  the  people  of 
the  church,  this  institution  affords  a  comfortable  haven  and  home 
for  the  sick  and  suffering  of  all  classes  of  our  people.

REMARKS. 

I  am  glad  to  report  the  payment  of  the  remainder  of  the  debt  en- 
tailed upon  us  by  the  earthquake.  It  has  cost  $21,500  to  repair  the 
damage  to  the  Church.  We  received  $7,000  from  the  funds  contribu- 
ted by  churchmen  throughout  the  United  States.  The  balance,  wilh 
interest,  on  money  borrowed  to  complete  the  work,  amounted  to 
over  $15,000.  Subscriptions  and  donations,  with  four  liberal  Easter 
offerings,  reduced  the  debt  to  $2,130  dollars.  A  generous  effort  on  last 
Easter  Day  has  finally  extinguished  the  debt.  For  this  result  the 
congregation  has  liberally  given  and  earnestly  worked. 

With  the  co-operation  of  my  valued  Assistant,  the  Church  has 
grown  in  strength,  unity  and  efficiency.

REMARKS. 

In  addition  to  the  services  reported  in  tabular  form,  I  had  service 
for  the  colored  people  eighteen  times  on  eighteen  Sundays.  Includ- 
ing the  services  among  the  colored  people,  I  conducted  public  wor- 
ship fifty-three  times  on  thirty  Sundays,  and  thirty-four  times  on 
thirty-four  other  days,  whole  number  of  times,  eigh'y-seven,  preach- 
ing eighty-five  times.  Once  I  only  read  the  service  and  once  the 
Bishop  preached.  Of  the  amount  reported  under  the  head  of  sub- 
scriptions and  donations,  $90  were  appropriated  by  the  Trustees  of 
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the  Diocese  and  $22  by  the  Ladies'  Guild.  The  $80  reported  as  received 
from  rents,  etc.,  were  paid  by  the  lessee,  for  the  lease  of  the  Sheldon 
lands,  leased  under  the  authority  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 
The  services  for  the  colored  people  were  performed  at  Major  Scre- 
ven's plantation  and  at  the  residence  of  a  colored  man,  who  seems 
to  consider  it  a  privilege  to  invite  me  to  occupy  his  residence  for  the 
purpose.  Five  of  the  services  for  the  whites  were  at  McPhersonville, 
where  I  occupied  the  Presbyterian  Church,  with  Christian  kindness 
lent  for  the  purpose.

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REMARKS. 

I  liave  visited  Coosaw  but  three  times,  only  twice  as  the  Mission- 
ary to  that  field.  Thus  far  I  have  been  very  much  encouraged.  To 
me  the  congregation  have  been  much  more  liberal  than  I  expected. 
At  present  they  are  in  a  state  of  uncertainty  on  account  of  the  ex- 
isting litigation.  To  reach  the  mines,  I  have  to  ride  in  a  buggy 
eleven  miles,  and  on  my  return  travel  the  same  distance  in  the  same 
mode,  twenty-two  miles  in  all.  To  enable  me  to  perform  this  work, 
to  visit  Coosaw,  I  am  compelled  to  abandon  the  Mission  at  Hampton 
C  H.,  and  visit  at  Brunson  every  other  month,  instead  of  every 
month.   Under  the  circumstances,  I  thought  this  change  advisable. 


GENERAL  REPORT  OF  PASTORAL  AND  MISSION- 
ARY WORK,  FROM  MAY  1st,  1890, 
TO  MAY  1st,  1891., 
Rev.  E.  E.  BELLINGER,  Rector  and  Missionary. . 

My  field  of  labor  includes  portions  of  five  Counties,  viz  :  Hamp- 
ton, Colleton,  Barnwell,  Aiken  and  Beaufort.  In  Hampton  Co.,  I 
officiate  at  three  points,  in  Colleton  1,  in  Barnwell  1.  in  Aiken  1,  in 
Beaufort  1.  Under  my  pastoral  ministerial  care  are  297  souls,  of 
whom  118  are  children  under  fourteen  years.  These  297  souls  are 
distributed  among  70  families,  and  include  133  communicants,  24 
males  and  107  females  During  the  Conventional  year,  I  baptized 
nine  infants,  two  persons  were  confirmed,  and  I  administered 
Holy  Communion  fifty-seven  times  in  public,  and  once  in  private. 
I  celebrated  four  marriages  and  five  burials.  There  are  Sunday 
Schools  at  All  Saint's,  Hampton  Co.,  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walter- 
boro,  and  the  Mission  at  Allendale,  numbering  in  the  aggregate, 
twenty-five  teachers,  one  male,  twenty-four  females,  and  99  scholars, 
46  males  and  53  females.  During  the  year  I  had  public  worship 
182  times  on  44  Sundays,  and  9(3  other  days.  The  contributions 
amounted  to  $1,411.07,  of  which  $847.4")  were  paid  to  salary  of  Rec- 
tor and  Missionary,  and  $128.05  to  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions 
For  further  particulars  on  this  point,  I  refer  to  the  separate  reports. 
The  foregoing  is  confined  to  my  mission  fi  ild,  and  to  the  whites  within 
that  field.  I  also  had  service  for  the  colored  people  36  times,  on  28 
Sundays  and  eight  other  days.  The  whole  number  of  services  on  the 
mission  was  216,  on  44  Sundays,  and  104  other  days  I  preached  214 
times,  theBishop  preached  once,  and  once  lonly  read  theser  vice.  From 
the  colored  members  at  Walterboro,  I  received  as  a  donation,  $12.  In 
addition  to  the  services  on  the  Mission,  I  had  service  at  Coalbury, 
Ala.,  seven  times  on  five  Sundays,  and  one  other  day,  and  there 
administered  the  Communion  oiicj  in  public.  During  the  Conven- 
tional year,  I  had  service  223  times,  on  49  Sundays,  and  108  other 
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days,  preaching  221  times.  I  administered  the  Communion  58  times 
in  public,  and  onCe  in  private.  Having  been  urgently  requested  to 
include  Coosaw,  Beaufort  Co.,  within  my  Mission,  after  consultation 
with  several  of  my  brethren,  I  concluded  to  do  so.  This  necessita- 
ted my  abandoning  the  Mission  at  Hampton  Co.,  where  there  was 
but  one  communicant  of  the  Church.  At  Coosaw  there  are  six.  This 
arrangement  made  it  necessary  also,  that  I  should  visit  Brunson 
every  other  month,  instead  of  every  month.  According  to  the  pres- 
ent arrangement,  I  have  served  at  All  Saint's  Church,  Hampton  Co. 
on  three  Sundays  in  each  month  on  all  festivals  and  fasts,  when  I 
am  not  engaged  elsewhere,  once  each  week.  I  visit  Allendale  monthly, 
giving  every  fifth  Sunday  to  that  Mission.  Brunson,  Varnville  and 
Coosaw,  I  visit  six  times  in  the  year,  Ellen  ton  four  times.  During 
the  past  Conventional  year,  on  three  Sundays  I  had  no  service,  once 
from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  no  one  went  to  the  Church,  once 
I  was  sick,  and  once  I  was  prevented  by  the  extreme  illness  of  a 
member  of  my  family.  During  the  year  I  traveled  2,624  miles  at  an 
expense  of  $49.15.  Again  I  thank  the  authorities  of  the  P.  R.  &  A. 
and  C.  &  S.  Ry's,  for  courtesies  which  materially  diminished  my  ex- 
penses. I  feel  constrained  to  add  that  the  little  band  at  Allendale 
are  still  struggling  to  secure  a  Church  building,  and  to  express  my 
disappointment,  that  the  whole  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  could 
contribute  to  that  object  only  between  $50  and  $60.  I  again  solicit  the 
aid  of  my  brethren  and  their  congregations.

I  was  assigned  to  this  Mission  in  November  and  also,  for  three 
months  visited  Lancaster,  and  held  services  on  Tuesday,  a.  m  and

REMARKS. 

The  present  rector  began  his  work  in  this  parish  in  July,  1890, 
hence  the  accompanying  report  includes  the  work  of  the  past  ten 
months. 


It  is  a  source  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  that  there  is  every 
evidence  of  awakening  life  in  the  parish.  The  attendance  on  divine 
service  has  been  unusually  good,  and  promises  new  strength  and 
power  for  the  future. 
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The  parish  is  reaching  out  into  diocesan  and  general  Church 
work,  and  we  hope  that  the  interest  awakened  will  continue  to  in- 
crease. 

The  congregation  has  responded  promptly  to  every  plea  for  aid  in 
every  Church  work  and  strengthened  the  rector's  hands  by  the  cor- 
dial sympathy  and  ready  help,  for  which  he  is  devoutly  thankful. 

I  append  herewith  a  report  of  an  interesting  and  useful  work  con- 
nected with  the  parish,  viz  :  St,  Barnabas'  Chapel. 

This  work  was  done  by  the  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry  five  years  ago. 

Amongst  an  outlying  population  in  the  vicinity  of  Summerville, 
otherwise  untouched  by  religious  influence,  God  has  blessed  the 
labors  of  his  servants  amongst  these  people.  The  small  beginning 
has  grown  into  an  important  mission  work,  and  the  seed  sown  is 
now  beginning  to  bear  fruits.  I  append  herewith  a  report  of  the 
work  in  the  past  year,  showing  its  present  condition  and  its  needs. 
I  beg  herewith  to  tender  the  rector's  thanks  to  Mr.  W.  li.  Dehon  for 
his  constant,  devoted  and  invaluable  aid  in  conducting  this  work 
for  the  Master.  There  are  connected  writh  the  mission  20  families, 
95  individuals,  services  in  the  past  year  51,  burials  1,  baptisms  12, 
offerings  $35  88,  contributed  to  general  missions  during  Lent  $3  57, 
Advent  offerings  to  Trinity  Cot  $3  03. 

Pews  to  seat  100  have  been  put  in  the  chapel,  a  fence  built  around 
the  lot,  a  surplice  and  set  of  linens  for  the  Communion  service  has 
been  given.  We  need  $150  to  complete  the  building  and  furnish 
it  properly  for  divine  service.  Of  this  amount  $30  has  been  con- 
tributed.

REMARKS. 


It  is  with  much  pleasure  and  great  gratification  that  I  report  the 
continued  progress  of  this  parish.  The  number  of  families  have 
greatly  increased  in  the  past  year,  and  the  interest  manifested  has 
been  very  marked.  In  the  last  year  a  very  desirable  lot  opposite  the 
church  has  been  purchased  for  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  we  hope 
to  build  a  neat  rectory  upon  it  very  soon. 

Our  parochial  school  was  started  last  October,  with  fifty  pupils 
upon  the  roll.  This  number  rapidly  increased  to  seventy.  For 
want  of  room  we  had  to  refuse  about  fifteen  more  applicants.  Mauy 
of  the  pupils  are  beneficiaries,  others  pay  a  small  tuition,  sufficient 
to  sustain  the  teachers.  It  is  truly  a  work  of  faith  and  love  This 
school  is  destined  to  be  a  great  auxiliary  to  the  parish.  A  daily  ser- 
vice is  held  for  the  school,  and  earnest  efforts  are  made  to  mould  the 
Christian  character  and  instil  Christian  principles  as  well  as  train 
and  educate  the  mind.  The  guilds  of  the  parish  have  in  the  past 
year  rendered  material  assistance,  There  has  been  lately  organized 
a  chapter  of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  for  the  young  men  of  the 
parish.    We  expect  good  results  from  it. 

The  Industrial  School  still  continues  its  good  work. 

We  feel  very  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  all  the  blessings  He  has 
bestowed  upon  us,  and  pray  that  he  will  continue  to  bless  our  labors 
and  to  strengthen  our  faith. 


LEXINGTON,  C.  H. 

There  is  a  small  mission  at  this  place  with  ten  communicants.  It 
was  started  some  five  years  ago  principally  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
occasional  services  and  breaking  the  bread  of  life  to  the  few  church 
people  there.  There  is  very  little  room  for  growth  ;  the  services  are 
held  in  a  large  hall  and  are  always  well  attended  by  members  of 
other  churches.  If  a  small  church  building  could  be  erected  here,  I 
think  more  interest  would  be  manifested,  and  much  good  could  be 
done  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

The  Columbia  clergy  supply  this  mission  with  services  whenever 
possible,  but  on  no  regular  days.

Rt.  Rev.  W,  B.  W.  HOWE, 

Bishop  of  Diocese,  So.  Co.: 

My  Dear  Bishop:— 

I  am  truly  thankful  to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  that  I  am  again 
permitted,  by  His  providence,  to  render  unto  you  another  annual  ac- 
count of  my  personal  labors,  and  those  of  my  coadjutors. 

You  will  find,  from  the  tabulated  reports  submitted,  an  accurate 
statement  of  both  the  financial  and  numerical  strength  of  this  di- 
vision of  the  Lord's  work,  and  from  that  account,  together  with  the 
number  of  services  held,  and  the  number  of  Communions  you  can 
form  some  opinion  of  the  spiritual  progress  made  during  the  year. 
Spiritual  masters  cannot  be  put  down  in  figures.  The  services  at  all 
the  points  have  been  more  frequent,  the  congregations  larger,  and 
the  offerings  greater  than  during  any  preceding  year  in  the  history 
of  the  work.  I  shall  now  make  some  special  remarks  concerning  the 
four  points  in  my  charge. 

First:  St.  Mark's  is  in  better  working  order  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  the  Parish.  The  debt  has  been  reduced  to  $1,050,  and 
more  money  given  to  missions  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the 
organization  of  the  Parish.  The  people  are  beginning  to  fully  un- 
derstand and  appreciate  the  free  system  which  was  adopted  Decem- 
ber 1,  1888. 

Second:  I  have  been  somewhat  disappointed  in  the  attendance  at 
Calvary  Church,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  some  of  the  com- 
municants are  inmates  of  the  Old  Folk's  Home,  and  many  others 
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by  reason  of  age  and  bodily  infirmities,  cannot  come  to  the  Church, 
the  small  attendance  is  easily  accounted  for,  and  then  some  are  indif- 
ferent, having  no  conception  of  the  love  of  Christ  Jesus,  and  no  sense 
of  their  duty  as  Christians.  I  have  reported  all  persons  whose  names 
appear  on  the  books  of  the  Church,  and  whose  whereabouts  are 
known,  whether  they  have  communed  within  the  year  or  not.  The 
average  attendance  at  the  Holy  Communion  was  about  forty  (40) 
persons.  I  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  money,  deeming  it  wiser 
to  leave  that  matter  entirely  to  the  Committee.  My  report  is  tabu- 
lated from  the  Treasurer's  account. 

Several  services  were  held  at  the  Old  Folk's  Home,  and  on  one  occa- 
sion the  Holy  Communion  administered,  but  as  many  persons  came 
forward  who  had  not  been  confirmed,  neither  were  they  ready  and 
desirous  to  be  confirmed,  I  did  not  repeat  that  service.  On  Thanks- 
giving Day,  we  had  a  large  fruit  offering,  at  both  St.  Mark's  and 
Calvary  for  the  benefit  of  the  inmates  at  the  Old  Folk's  Home.  This 
is  a  yearly  custom  at  St.  Mark's. 

Third:  The  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Summerville,  is  making  slow, 
but  sure  progress.  Both  congregation  and  Sunday  School  have  in- 
creased in  number.  Mrs.  C.  Springs  has  given  a  lot  on  condition 
that  we  build  a  school  house  on  it.  Our  one  great  need  now  is  a  par- 
ish school. 

Fourth:  The  work  in  St.  Andrew's  is  the  most  hopeful  of  any  of  our 
missions.  The  congregations  are  steadily  increasing,  and  the  people 
endeavoring  as  far  as  their  ability  alloweth  to  conform  their  lives  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Church.  The  parish  school  has  enrolled  to  date  192 
pupils— male,  92  and  female  100,  and  all  between  six  and  sixteen  years 
of  age.  Mr.  A.  B.  Lee  is  a  mostefncientteacherand  devoted  to  the  work. 
Heserves  also  asLay-ReaderandSuperintendentof  the  Sunday  School. 
Miss  Louisa  B  Fordham,  the  assistant,  in  addition  to  being  a  most 
excellent  teacher,  is  also  an  accomplished  organist,  which  gives  her 
great  power  over  the  children.  The  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments are  said  daily  in  the  school,  with  several  hymns. 

The  County  authorities  made  a  proposition  to  aid  our  school,  on 
condition  that  we  would  make  monthly  reports  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Education,  and  not  use  any  service  that  would  indicate  a  distinc- 
tively Church  school.  We  needed  the  money  and  accepted  the  prop- 
osition, believing  that,  under  the  circumstances,  you  would  endorse 
our  action.  In  addition  to  the  $225  given  you  for  the  school  house 
work,  I  have  received  from  other  friends  $98  more,  making  a  total  of 
$323  to  date. 

We  must  also  return  our  hearty  thanks  to  you,  our  Bishop,  for 
securing  an  appropriation  of  $900  from  the  Commission,  and  $200 
from  the  Advancement  Society,  for  the  benefit  of  our  mission  work. 
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We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  manifest  interest  in  our  labors  to  ad- 
vance the  kingdom  of  God. 

We  have  Confirmation  Classes  in  St.  Mark's,  Calvary,  and  St.  An- 
drew's, awaiting  your  visitation,  we  hope  in  the  near  future.  For 
convenience,  I  will  conclude  with  the  following  summary  of  my  work: 

St  Marks— Communicants,  328;  baptisms,  16;  confirmations,  9; 
marriages,  8;  Sunday  School— teachers,  28  and  scholars,  329;  burials, 
17;  communions,  78;  services,  252;  offerings  to  Missions,  $140.85;  to- 
tal offerings,  $3,294.49. 

Calvary— Communicants,  115;  baptisms,  5;  confirmations,!;  mar- 
riages, 3;  burials,  14;  Sunday  School— teachers,  9,  and  scholars,  92; 
communions,  18;  services,  211;  Offerings  to  Missions,  $26.39;  total  of- 
ferings, $509.46. 

Epiphany  -Communicants,  39;  baptisms,  3;  confirmations,  1;  Sun- 
day School — teachers,  4,  and  scholars,  51;  communions,  14;  services, 
144;  offerings  to  Missions,  $22.88;  total  offerings,  $179.34. 

St.  Andrew's — Communicants,  69;  baptisms,  1;  confirmations,  4; 
marriages,  2;  Sunday  School — teachers,  2,  and  scholars,  192;  commu- 
nions, 8;  services,  184;  Parish  school — teachers,  2;  scholars,  192;  total 
offerings,  $251.01. 

General  Appropriations  from  the  Commission  and  the  Advance- 
ment Society,  $1,100;  donations  from  friends  outside  of  the  Diocese, 
$323. 

Total  amount  from  all  sources,  $5,595,38. 

And  now,  dear  Bishop,  invoking  the  blessing  of  God  upon  you 
upon  our  Diocese,  and  upon  our  special  work  for  the  coming  year,

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  BISHOP, 


Rt.  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Hoive,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  : 

Rev.  B  ather  in  God  :  Following  is  my  report  as  Missionary  of 
the  Church  Associate  Mission  for  colored  people  for  the  year  from 
May  1,  1890,  to  May  1,  1891. 

You  will  find,  in  the  tables  of  statistics,  a  condensed  account  of 
membership,  official  acts  and  moneys,  in  so  far  as  figures  are  able  to 
account  for  such  matters. 

The  Mission  consists  of  St.  Luke's  Parish  and  St.  Mary's  Mission, 
in  Columbia;  Saul  and  St.  Stephen's,  in  the  Wateree  section;  St. 
Philip's,  in  Fairfield  County;  St.  Ann's,  in  Lexington  County;  and, 
nominally,  St.  Simon's,  in  Fairfield  County,  near  Allston.   The  lat- 
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.  ter  is  so  described  because  I  hold  no  services  there.  We  have  a 
chapel,  but  there  is  but  a  single  member,  and  there  are  circumstances 
which  render  it  inexpedient  to  have  appointments  there. 

The  Associate  Mission  Convocation  continues,  as  a  rule,  its  quar- 
terly meetings.    The  benefits  of  this  organization  are  great  and  j 
apparent.    It  not  only  seems  to  help  each  member  thereof,  but  has  a 
wholesome  influence  throughout  the  Mission. 

Our  Chapter  of  St-  Andrew's  Brotherhood  is  not  as  efficient,  in 
all  respects  as  the  missionary  had  hoped.  Our  people  are  so  busy  in 
their  daily  work,  and,  in  town  there  are  so  many  secular  and  benev- 
olent meetings  to  draw  upon  the  time  of  the  members  that  we  have 
been  able  to  accomplish  far  less  than  we  hoped.  The  section  at  Saul 
Chapel,  however,  is  quite  active,  and  the  good  results  are  manifest. 

In  Columbia,  we  have  St.  Mary's  Industrial  and  Benevolert 
Society.  Under  the  direction  of  members  of  this  society  the  girls  are 
taught  to  sew  and  there  is  also  a  committee  to  seek  and  certify  to  the 
needy,  and  to  dispose  of  the  goods  which  are  sent  to  the  Mission  in 
the  boxes  provided  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  others. 

At  Saul  Chapel  there  is  an  Industrial  School  for  the  girls,  under 
the  guidance  of  Miss  Julia  L.  Clarkson. 

At  St.  Luke's  we  have  a  branch  of  the  Children's  Twenty  Minutes 
Society,  conducted  by  Sister  Marianna  and  Mrs.  Joyner.  Also,  an 
Altar  Society,  by  whose  members  much  valuable  work  has  been 
done  in  the  way  of  church  adornment,  and  service  at  the  altar  and 
otherwise.    For  this  we  are  indebted  to  Sister  Marianna. 

For  the  vested  choir,  at  St.  Luke's,  which  consists  of  fourteen 
voices,  and  which  contributes  no  little  to  the  worshipful  character 
of  the  services,  we  are  again  under  obligations  to  Sister  Marianna. 

Two  day  schools  have  been  carried  on  during  the  year,  and  a  third 
a  small  portion  of  the  time.    One  of  these,  at  Saul  Chapel,  has  been 
conducted  by  Mrs.  S.  L.  Clarkson,  our  missionary  there,  and  consists 
of  about  110  pupils,  at  its  best.   Another,  at  St.  Mary's,  Columbia,  is 
taught  by  Misses  S.  R.  Wallace  (principal)  and  E.  L.  Tardif.  This 
has  had  as  high  as  140  on  the  roll.     There  has  been  a  falling  off  1 
during  the  past  year  in  the  numbers  here.    And  for  three  reasons  :  f 
the  efforts  made  by  other  denominations,  by  the  discomforts  of  the  I 
school  rooms,  and  by  some  salutary  changes  in  terms  and  condi-  i 
tions.    The  second  of  these  difficulties  has  been  overcome,  and  to  the 
third  there  will  doubtless  be  a  gradual  accommodation,  as  the  matter 
is  best  understood.    To  be  frank,  I  will  state,  that  this  third  reason  I 
for  falling  off  is,  that  the  children  are  no  longer  paid  to  come  to  [ 
school,  but  rather  that  a  nominal  fee  of  five  cents  a  week  is  expected. 
The  reason  of  this  is  plain  to  people  of  judgment  and  experience  in  j 
missionary  work.    Let  me  further  say  to  you,  that,  in  the  adminis- 
tration  of  this  charge  from  you,  as  you  well  know,  I  have  set  my  |j 
hands  against  the  free-delivery  system.   There  was  a  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  colored  brethren  and  fellow  citizens,  when  a  nursing  1 
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care,  in  material,  as  well  as  spiritual  things,  was  needful. 
Happily  that  time  has  gone  by,  and,  as  a  rule,  our  people 
are  able  to  make  an  honest  and  adequate  living.  The  beneficiary 
system  destroys  that  moral  independence  of  character,  upon  which 
alone  we  can  rear  the  edifice  of  a  self-respecting  and  co-operative 
Christian  character.  This  ought  to  be  self-evident.  As  a  witness  to 
the  good  of  this  change,  let  me  call  your  attention  to  this  result 
that  this  year,  our  brethren  of  this  mission  have  given  nearly  $100  to 
the  outside  missionary  work  of  the  Church  :  thus  becoming,  accord- 
ing to  the  anti-Shy  lock  truism,  "twice  blest." 

An  effort  was  made  last  summer  to  have  a  school  at  St.  Philip's, 
Littleton,  but  failed  by  reason  of  the  effective  opposition  of  a  certain 
class  of  Christian  brethren.  There  is,  unfortunately,  much  of  this 
opposition  to  the  "charitable  work  of  ours."  We  can  but  remember 
the  sweet  ejaculation  :  "Father,  forgive  them  ;  they  know  not  what 
they  do?" 

For  three  months,  in  the  winter,  a  school  was  taught  by  Mr.  M.  E 
Boozer,  at  St.  Ann's  Chapel,  the  Missionary  adding  something  to  the 
free  school  fund.    This  school  numbered  about  sixty  pupils. 

I  have  dwelt  upon  the  school  matter  because  it  is  the  main  work, 
as  I  apprehend  it,  of  this  Mission,  or  of  any  for  the  colored  race. 

In  addition  to  there  agencies,  and  among  the  most  beneficial,  is 
our  monthly  paper,  the  Associate  Messenger.  Our  people  take  a  great 
interest  in  it;  are  instructed  in  many  things  by  it;  and  see,  through 
its  columns,  the  various  appointments  and  acts  of  the  Missionary.  I 
am  able,  also,  through  it,  to  make  acknowledgments  of  voluntary 
help  rendered,  and  to  keep  those  whose  subscriptions  and  donations 
prove  an  interest,  informed  of  the  general  work. 

As  to  the  financial  resources  of  the  Mission  :  the  regular  appropri- 
ation by  the  Church  Commission  is  $1,500  a  year,  and  from  the 
Bishop,  out  of  his  private  means,  $400  ;  making  a  total  of  $1,900. 
The  necessary  salaries  and  other  expenses  to  be  met,  amount  to 
$2,550.  These  will  be  increased  this  year,  by  the  expense  of  a  horse 
and  buggy,  $125.  So  that,  to  carry  on  the  work,  according  to  its 
barest  demands,  we  shall  need  at  least  $2,650.  The  amount  to  be 
made  up  beyond  the  regular  appropriations  is  $775. 

Tins  brings  me  to  speak  of  the  large  bounty  of  our  brethren,  in 
different  portions  of  the  church,  in  making  voluntary  contributions 
to  the  work.  Some  of  these  came,  I  am  very  glad  to  state,  from  our 
own  South  Carolina  brethren,  though  no  church  nor  church  agency 
has  taken  any  part.  In  all  cases  the  gifts  have  come  from  individ- 
uals. I  cannot  forbear  again  expressing  the  conviction  that  it  is  due 
our  Church  in  this  diocese,  and  in  the  South  generally,  as  well  as  due 
our  Lord  and  these  His  lowly  and  largely  helpless  brethren,  that 
some  larger  and  more  systematic  steps  should  be  taken  to  minister  in 
the  Church's  behalf  to  this  race.  I  hope  that  the  Church  Commission 
will  take  some  active  steps  to  arouse  an  interest  and  establish 
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agencies  to  this  end,  throughout  the  South.  From  the  Northern 
portion  of  our  Church  we  have  received  most  liberal  donations  in 
money  and  boxes,  from  parishes,  auxiliaries,  societies,  Sunday 
schools,  and  persons.  For  all  of  them  I  beg  to  renew  my  most 
heartfelt  thanks.  Without  their  bounty  thus  bestowed  in  our 
Lord's  Name  and  Spirit,  we  could  not  have  accomplished  one-half  the 
work  done. 

I  have  been  able  to  do  some  badly  needed  repairing  and  rebuilding 
of  the  churches,  through  the  generous  donations  of  our  brethren. 
St.  Luke's  has  been  very  much  improved,  largely,  I  am  happy  to 
state,  by  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  its  own  members.  I  was  able,  very 
willing,  to  add  $175  to  their  own  contributions. 

The  debt  on  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  $367.80,  has  been  paid  in  full  by 
Mr.  Henry  E.  Pellew,  to  whom,  in  behalf  of  the  Mission  and  its 
great  head  I  here  testify  most  hearty  thanks.  This  has  enabled  us 
to  repair  and  improve  the  school  rooms,  including  desks,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  about  $400. 

St.  Ann's,  Lexington  County,  which  had  been  placed  upon  the 
lands  of  Mr.  Alex.  Guignard,  by  his  generous  consent,  has  been 
removed,  rebuilt,  and  enlarged,  at  a  cost  of  about  $250. 

During  the  winter,  having  been  invited  by  various  societies  and 
parishes  to  do  so,  and  with  your  commendation,  I  visited  some  of  the 
Northern  dioceses  in  behalf  of  this  Mission.  I  was  received  and 
well-sped  by  the  Bishops  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Newark  and 
New  York,  and  by  many  rectors  and  Sunday  schools  and  auxiliaries. 
Especially  am  I  indebted  to  Miss  Emery  for  a  hearty  interest  taken 
in  our  Mission,  without  which  little  could  have  been  accomplished. 
The  whole  amount  received  to  date  is  $1,766.50.  It  will  be  seen  that 
for  debts,  buildings,  horse  and  buggy  and  harness,  $225,  $1,242  have 
been  paid  out.  In  addition  to  this,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  pay 
to  myself  a  debt  of  $202  which  had  accumulated  against  the  Mission 
making  a  total  now  paid  out  in  extra  expenses  of  $1,424. 

I  think  it  best  to  place  on  record  that  the  Missionary  has  received, 
during  the  past  year,  from  kind  friends,  and  expressly  required  to  be 
for  him,  personally,  the  sum  of  $300  exactly.  This  has  been  ex- 
pended in  a  house  and  lot  at  Saluda,  N.  C,  and  secured  to  the  Mis- 
sionary's wife  and  children.  He  mentions  this  delicate  matter,  so  as 
to  be  understood  by  you,  as  to  all  affairs  pertaining  to  his  adminis- 
tration— and  with  sincere  thanks  to  those  who  thought  it  well  thus 
to  remember  him. 

Since  the  last  report  Mr.  Mathew  McDuffie  has  retired  from  this 
Mission.  Mr.  J.  E.  Wallace  is  still  a  lay-reader,  and  renders  most 
valuable  service  at  St.  Luke's,  and  otherwise.  Mr.  W.  Theo.  Capers 
nas  been  licensed  to  lav -reader,  and  is  giving  very  acceptable  service 
St.  Mary's,  in  the  Sunday-school,  and  wherever  the  missionary 
finds  it  expedient  to  send  him. 
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To  Mr.  Wallace  I  have  promised  $100  a  year  to  enable  him  to 
remain  in  Columbia  and  assist  in  the  work,  and  to  Mr.  Capers,  $60. 

I  wish  to  speak  of  the  continued  and,  if  possible,  increased  labors 
of  Mrs  Clarkson,  at  the  Wateree  Mission.  The  influence  of  her 
character  and  of  her  faithful  work  is  a  blessing  to  those  about  her, 
and,  to  the  Good  khepherd,  "a  reasonable,  holy  and  living  sacrifice." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Capers,  and  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  have  repeatedly 
and  willingly  aided  us  in  the  work,  which  I  acknowledge  very 
gratefully. 

I  beg,  in  concluding  this  long  report,  to  express  to  you,  my  dear 
Bishop,  the  loving  gratitude  I  feel  for  all  the  ready  care-taking  you 
have  manifested  towards  your  Missionary  in  carrying  on  this  work. 
Also,  I  ask  to  record,  in  this  report  to  you,  my  deep  sense  of  obliga- 
tion to  all  who  have  ''wished  us  good  luck,  in  the  Name  of  the 
Lord." 

I  am  sure  our  Lord,  in  His  gentleness,  will  pardon  His  servant's 
shortcomings,  where  his  intentions  have  been  just,  and  to  HIM  be 
all  praise  and  honor,  in  the  Name  of  the  FATHER,  and  of  the  SON, 
and  of  the  HOLY  GHOST.  Amen.

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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly : 

AN  ACT,  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and 
sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects 
connected  with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that 
now  held  by  other  corporations,  and,  also,  for  all  property 
belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  Churches,  or  dor- 
mant Parishes,  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but 
which  have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also, 
of  any  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  oth^r  Churches 
or  corporations  in  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surren- 
der or  convey  the  same  to  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters  of 
incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all 
the  powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for 
the  management  of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  de- 
scribed in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said 
Trustees  by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  con- 
veyance other  than  that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the 
said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880. 
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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
several  Churches  of  this  Diocese  that  in  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select 
persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church.

2.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to 
be  given  by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by 
the  Waidens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing  resolution  recom- 
mending that  members  of  this  Convention  be  communicants 
shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
shall  be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
Organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for 
the  same  period.    (Passed  1856) 

7.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  re- 
turn thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.  (Passed 

1850.) 
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8.  Resolved,  That  when  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  me- 
morial page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all 
the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible, 
interdict,  the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhal- 
lowed, worldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to 
members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  the  choice  of 
Sponsers  in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are 
regular  communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.  (Passed 
1866.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergymen  and 
Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  transportation  of  members  to  and  from  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1882) 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized, 
and  the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of 
proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

I.  The  reading  of  the  "  Rules  of  Order." 

2   The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary. 
3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  five  Standing 
Committees,  viz  :  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Par- 
ishes, to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Com- 
mittee on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Cnurch,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District ;  A  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers,  for 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 
1  1.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

II.  The  "  Morning  Prayer"  shall  precede  the  business  of 
every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 
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The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on 
the  second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 

day 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on 
their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order. 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of 
the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  chair. 
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VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and,  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  ofthe  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  befoie  the  Convention 
unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or 
any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the 
same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  amend  ; 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Re- 
solved "  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if 
carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be 
first  put.

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn 
may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was 
put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  mem- 
ber, may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called 
to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain. All  questions  of  ordt- r  shall  be  determined  in  the  first 
instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  two- -thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  altered 
but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration. 
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AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS. 
Adopted  May  8th,  1890. 


CANON  XII. 

OF  THE  MISSIONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Section  I.  The  Church  in  this  Diocese,  acknowledging  her  share 
of  responsibility  to  fulfill  the  parting  injunction  of  her  Lord,  and 
her  special  obligation  to  extend  the  Gospel  throughout  her  own 
limits,  hereby  affirms  that  every  member  of  the  Church  is  ipso  facto 
a  member  of  a  Missionary  organization  which,  for  transacting  busi- 
ness, is  represented  by  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

Sec.  II.  In  order  to  further  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese, 
its  consideration  shall  be  the  special  order  for  the  second  day  of  the 
session  of  the  Convention,  immediately  after  the  calling  of  the 
names  of  the  members.  This  shall  be  kuown  as  the  Missionary  Ses- 
sion of  the  Convention,  at  which  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  be  considered  and  discussed,  Missionary  Reports  read, 
and  three  Lay  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing 
year  elected. 

Sec.  III.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  as 
President,  ex-offici.o,  of  the  Deans  of  the  respective  Convocations,  of 
three  Lay  Members,  one  from  each  Missionary  District,  and  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  IV.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Annual  Convention  is  held,  at  such  time  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop.  They  shall  appoint  their  own  Secretary,  who  shall  also 
act  as  Treasurer,  and  who  shall  be  a  Clergyman  and  ex-officio  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  and  adopt  their  own  By-Laws.  They  shall  hold 
also  stated  Quarterly  Meetings,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
appoint.  They  shall  be  a  Council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
designate  stations  and  appoint  Missionaries  thereto;  and  they  shall 
devise  means  for  securing  funds  for  Missionary  purposes,  and  make 
a  full  report  to  each  Annual  Convention  at  its  Missionary  Meeting  of 
receipts  and  expenditures,  of  Stations  and  Missionaries  aided  and 
for  what  length  of  time,  of  Churches  and  individuals  contribut- 
ing, and  whatever  may  throw  light  upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  V.  The  travelling  expenses  of  Missionaries  and  of  members 
of  the  Board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Missionary  Treasury  if  possible.

CANON  XIII 

OF  MISSIONARY  DISTRICTS  AND  CONVOCATIONS, 

Section  I.  This  Diocese  is  hereby  divided  into  three  Missionary 
Districts,  as  follows: 

The  First  to  consist  of  the  territory  embraced  within  the  present 
Counties  of  Oconee,  Pickens,  Anderson.  Abbeville,  Greenville,  Lau- 
rens Newberry,  Union,  Spartanburg,  York,  Lancaster,  Chester  and 
Fairfield, 

The  Second,  of  Edgefield,  Aiken,  Lexington,  Richland,  Old  St. 
Matthew's  Parish,  Kershaw,  Sumter,  Clarendon,  Chesterfield,  Dar- 
lington, Florence,  Marlboro,  Marion  and  Williamsburg. 

The  Third,  of  Horry,  Georgetown,  Charleston,  Berkeley,  Colleton, 
Beaufort,  Hampton,  Barnwell  and  Old  Orauge  Parish. 

Sec.  II.  These  Missionery  Districts  shall  be  represented  in  Convo- 
cations, each  to  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  resident  within  the  Dis- 
trict, and  Laymen,  not  more  than  three  from  each  organized  congre- 
gation or  one  from  each  Missionary  Station,  to  be  chosen  by  each 
congregation,  to  represent  them. 

Sec.  III.  The  Convocations  shall  be  organized  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when  present,  but  each 
shall  also  have  its  own  Dean,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  on  nom- 
ination of  the  Convocation.  They  shall  meet  three  times  in  each 
year,  and  shall  be  especially  charged  with  the  Missionary  work 
within  their  several  Districts. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 
ADOPTED  MAY  8th,  1890. 


By  resolution  adopted  by  the  constitutional  majority,  upon  its 
second  passage,  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  is  thereby  amended  in  Article  III, 
Sections  1,  2  and  3,  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1,  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and 
laymen,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  (when  there  is  one,)  and 
every  other  clergyman  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as  canon ically 
resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months 
next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has  for  the  same 
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period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  parish  that  is,  or  has  been,  or 
hereafter  may  be,  in  union  with  this  Convention,  or  who,  after  a  con- 
tinued membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Convention,  is  inca- 
pacitated by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  for  further  active  duties 
of  the  ministry,  and  has  presented  his  annual  report  to  the  ecclesias- 
tical authority,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of 
this  Convention  :  Provided,  That  no  clergyman  who  is  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only,  in  the  Annual  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and  privi- 
leges in  subsequent  Conventions  by  reason  of  anything  in  this  Sec- 
tion contained  ;  but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  determined 
by  the  terms  of  this  Article  as  it  was  of  force  on  May  1,  1889. 7 '

ADOPTED  MAY  — ,  1891. 

By  resolution  adopted  by  the  constitutional  majority,  upon  its 
second  passage,  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  is  thereby  amended  in  Article  VI, 
as  follows : 

Article  VI,  Section  1,  be  amended  by  inserting  the  word  Chan- 
cellor before  the  word  Secretary. 

That  Section  2  be  as  follows  :  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in 
the  Convention  by  ballot  from  the  Communicants  of  the  Church, 
skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law,  and  who  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected. 

He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  eccesiastical)  affecting  the  in- 
terests of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  at  all  times  afford 
the  Bishop  or  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  such  ad- 
vice, confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired. 

He  shah  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  Special  Committees  ap- 
pointed by  the  Convention  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  such 
other  duties  germain  to  his  profession,  which  may  be  required  by 
Canon  or  resolution  of  the  Convention. 

He  shall  be  ex-ojficio  a  member  of  the  Convention  without  the 
right  to  vote,  unless  a  deputy  from  a  parish  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention. 

That  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  said  Article  be  numbered  respectively 
3,  4  and  5.
